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YOUR MAILING LABEL 

This is where we explain the mailing code, on the far right of 
the first line of the address label. 

A number indicates the last issue that you'll be getting. So if 
the number is "41", you need to Do Something if you want to keep 
getting FF. If the number is "41" and you don't even know why 
you got this, you probably have a Secret Admirer or something. 
Wanna subscribe? 

There are a couple of things that can flank this number. If it's 
flanked with asterisks (*41*), you've paid for, and should be getting, 
first class postage. If it's flanked with carets (*41*), then this is a 
trade copy for which you paid first-class postage, after which you 
will revert to bulk-mail trade copies. If it's flanked with plus signs 
(+41+) you're getting a library subscription, including first-class 
postage, mailing envelopes, and the index. 

"!" indicates that you've got nothing to worry about, because 
you're on the staph, you won a contest, or you just got lucky. 

"A" means that you're getting this because of your artwork; 
either you sent us some or we want you to send us some, or both. 

"B" means we're trading for a book you sent. 

"D" means that you're a distributor and so you get one copy 
for yourself as a freebie. We're always looking for new distributors, 
people who can sell at least ten copies and want to split the proceeds. 
Distributors get a 40-50% wholesale discount on all copies, and may 
sell on consignment. The number after the colon is how many copies 
I think I'm sending you. For more information on terms, send an 
SASE. Unfortunately, we are unable to stock distributors outside of 
North America. 

"L" means you're a lifetime subscriber, and will receive every 
issue of the magazine as long as either it or you is alive. Lifetime 
subscribers get their copies sent out bulk mail, without extra goodies. 
If you want extra goodies, you should be a supporting subscriber 
(see below) instead. Lifetime subscribers may upgrade to supporting 
status at any time by paying the current difference in rates. 

"M" means you sent us music to review. We will continue to 
send you copies as long as we stay on your mailing list. If you 
produce music infrequently, we expect at least a note every two 
issues to keep you on the mailing list. 

"P" means you're a prisoner. FACTSHEET FIVE is always free 
to prisoners, but you need to keep in touch to keep getting it, 
otherwise we'll assume the copies aren't getting through to you. 
Wardens, you gotta pay like anyone else. Prisoners in mental 
institutions are extended the same privileges as those in allegedly- 
saner criminal institutions. Prisoners must write at least every other issue 
to stay on the mailing list! "R" means that this is a review/checking 
copy. It is for you to have to check the review we've done of your 


zine, or to be able to do a review of FACTSHEET FIVE. We would 
like to see further copies of yours for future review—though of 
course you're not obligated to publish a review. We will continue 
to send you R copies as long as we stay on your mailing list, 
whether you write reviews or not. If you publish infrequently, we 
expect at least a note every six months to keep you on the mailing 
list. 

"R?" means that we'd like you to consider sending copies ot 
your zine in return for review/checking copies of mine. 

"S" means that you are a Supporting Subscriber, and therefore 
exempt from nonsense. Supporting subscribers get their issues sent 
First Class, with the index included. They also get free copies of 
FACTSHEET FIVE publications as they're issued—most recently, 
Merritt Clifton's THE SAMISDAT METHOD book. 

"V" means you sent us a videotape to review. If you require 
the tape to be returned, one video is good for one issue in trade; 
if you leave it with us for the archives, one video is worth four 
issues. 

Any of the above followed by a number (like "M/41") indicate 
the issue you'll have to renegotiate to keep getting FF. You must 
get in touch with us at least once every two issues , regardless of the 
mailing code, to continue getting FF! This applies to prisoners, artists, 
traders, everyone! 

Send us your zine, drop me a line, do SOMETHING so we 
know you're still out there. Actually, this doesn't apply to subscribers, 
only to people getting the zine for free. Clear? 

Please take a moment to check your mailing label. If there are 
any mistakes, you have to let us know. They won't fix themselves. 
And you won't get any further warning if your subscription has 

run out. . 

And remember, FF is sent hulk mail. Not only does this make it 
slow (though, I hope, not too slow), but it means undeliverable 
copies go to that Big Post Office In The Sky. So PLEASE get your 
COAs to me promptly to avoid missing issues. We arejnot responsible 
for copies lost due to unannounced moves. Please allow at least 
four weeks for delivery.

The 
next person who sends a blank envelope and a check, instead of 
buying the stamps himself and pasting them on, is 8° ir *8 t0 8?* 
something nasty in the mail. If he gets anything at all. OK, OK, 
we'll make an exception for those of you in foreign countries: just 
send me a check or cash and a self-addressed envelope and we'll 
do the rest. Those out of the country can supply up to $4.50 worth 
of postage, since the rates are higher. Those in the country should 
stop using such obviously glued stamps or I'm going to start pitching 
your envelopes in the trash. This has already happened to some people 
stupid enough to ignore what Vve said! Use mint stamps only!! (Look, 
it's OK to glue down un-used stamps; what we're upset about is 
people putting the glue over the top of them so they can be re-used. 
If this doesn't make sense to you, call and ask). And please be 
patient; Zine Exchange envelopes are filled on a first-come, 


first-served basis. The backlog of orders waiting to be filled has 
been reduced considerably in the last few months, but there s shll 
something like a 2-month line ahead of you. 

A few clarifications about the Zine Exchange: No, we am not 
going to send you any back issues of FACTSHEET FIVE. No, you 
may not request a specific zine you saw reviewed here; that copy 
is in the archives, and that's where it's staying. You can request a 
specific type of zine, but often we cannot fill requests; it depends 
on what's been sent to us recently for distribution. 

•We put together an index to each issue, usually about a 24-page 
pamphlet. If you want to see a copy, send $1.50. To get it every 
issue, you should sign up for a library rate subscription. 

•HOW TO PUBLISH A FANZINE is, alas, out of print. If you 
don't have a copy, you'll have to wait for the next edition scheduled 
for early 1991. We will be making arrangements for a discount for 
those who already own the first edition. 

GETTING ZINES 

lust a few hints to consider when you're writing away for fanzines: 

•If we list a name in the address for a zine, you ought to make 
checks or money orders out to that name rather than the zine name. 

If a zine has odd payment requirements, we try to note this m the 
address section of the listing. In general, cash is preferable to money 
orders which are preferable to checks. But if you send cash, wrap 
it carefully, and don't send coins! 

•On a related topic, when we put a question mark after the 
price it means that we're guessing because the zine editors didnt 

llS ‘*We list single copy rates whenever we can find them, otherwise 
we try to indicate how many issues your subscription covers. If we 
put something like "$10/yr" it means we can't tell how many issues 

come out in a year. .... 

•If we separate issue numbers with a dash, they're sin |JfJ?*y es ,' 
a slash indicates two-in-one issues. So, for example, # J"} 1/1Z 
indicates that we received #7, a double issue containing #11 and 
#12, and everything in between. Prices given are for one issue, not 
for a set of all the issues reviewed, unless otherwise indicated. 

•On zines with a price under $1, it really helps to include a few 
stamps for postage. "SASE" means self-addressed stamped envelope: 
#10 with 25* postage unless otherwise specified. 

•Don't send loose coins in an envelope. If you want to send 
coins, tape them to an index card and wrap a piece of paper around 
that. And remember that there's a postal surcharge on envelopes 

more than 1/4 inch thick. . . , 

•Canadians and some Britishers generally don t mind receiving 
U.S. funds in cash. For Canada it is generally safe to send U5$l 
for each C$1 in price; the exchange rate is high enough to rover 
postage. For Great Britain, US$2 for each £1 asking price similarly 
allows for postage even after covering the exchange. For other 
countries you should think about alternative payment. Foreign 
currency is available at larger banks, and IRCs (International Reply 
Coupons, which can be exchanged for stamps almost anywhere in 
the world) at your post office. Foreign MOs are also available from 
the post office, but can take forever to get. Sending checks to other 
countries is not a good idea; bank exchange charges can be 

1 statement" means that you should send along a signed 
note saying that you're over 18 (or over 21, if you are) to help the 
publisher avoid legal hassles associated with distributing sexually- 
explicit material. In fact, it's a good idea to include an age statement 
for any zine that might contain blunt writing or explicit pictures, 
whether we mention it in the review or not. 

•"The Usual" refers to the traditional method of obtaining bt 
fanzines without sullying oneself with cash. Generally this includes 
trading other zines, writing Iocs, contributing articles or art, or being 
recipient of a whim. These days $1 is often accepted as the equivalent 

to these more active approaches. _„ r _ , 

•We'd appreciate it if you'd mention FACTSHEET FIVE when 
ordering zines you saw reviewed here. It helps us all in the long 
run, as the more credibility we build up the more fine zines we 11 

be able to bring to your attention. . , w 

•If you have any problems with a zine please let us know. We 11 
be happy to contact publishers in cases of non-receipt. 99% of the 
time it's just a case of things being lost in the reail. If you are 
writing to complain, it is imperative to include all the details, what 
you ordered, when, what form of payment and how much you 
sent as well as what you've done to follow up yourself. 
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•If you have time, any zine publisher enjoys hearing comments 
on the zine he has sent you. This is especially true if you didn't 
like it; we all like to improve. Even a simple note of thanks can 
make a publisher's day, though. 

•Many zine publishers print small quantities, so you may not be 
able to get the exact issue that I reviewed. If you must have that 
particular issue, say so, and be prepared to pay extra. Otherwise 
it's best just to request the most recent or the next issue and save 
trouble for everyone. And be patient; if the current issue is all gone, 
it may take a while. 

•And since it may take a while, the envelope your order came 
in may get lost. Make sure your address is on the letter itself! 
Otherwise you may not get your copy despite the best intentions 
of the publisher. 

•Most zine publishers are willing to exchange their zines for 
others, so we generally don't mention this in listings unless I know 
they don't swap. But use some discretion—a 150-page typeset music 
publication is unlikely to swap with a 4-page xeroxed newsletter on 
Central American farming. And remember, publishers are under no 
obligation to respond to unsolicited zines, so if you can't afford to 
give away the copy, don't send it. 

•When an advertiser or publication indicates a price of, for 
example, o2°° or o5°°, you should send that many Federal Reserve 
Notes ("dollar bills") in cash. Many people would say $2 or $5, but 
there are those who draw a strong distinction between authentic 
dollars and the evidence of the US debt issued by the Federal 
Reserve. 

•When ordering books, shirts, comics and other non-periodicals 
which originate within your own state, be sure to enclose money 
to cover sales tax.

•ANIMaxx 1.1 (Contact North Coast Software, PO Box 343, 
Barrington, NH 03825): This is an animation engine which runs 
under Windows 3.0 and promises to bnng some multimedia 
capabilities within the grasp of more PC owners. It can take a senes 
of Paint or other .BMP or .DIB files and string them together into 
a reasonably fast and smooth animation. The Beta test version they 
sent me included some nifty demos, and I look forward to seeing 
the release package. (IBM) 

•COMPUTER LUNCHTIME #1 (15 Cherry Hill, Madeley, Crewe, 
Cheshire, CW3 9NW, UK): "Computer Lunchtime #1" is an Amiga 
disk magazine which is the sixth project of a British group publishing 
the fanzine "Lunchtime". The disk magazine has a pleasant 
graphics-oriented interface which makes gliding though the 29 articles 
fun. The colorful graphics, prefacing and illustrating the text, are 
nice to look at and add to the presentation...though a bit cute 
at times. I wish that the Lunchtime crew would have added some 
of the features which I've grown to expect in an Amiga product: 
namely animation and sound. The lack of these two elements was 
a disapointment; they would have perked up the mag considerably. 
After all, the Amiga's claim to fame is its great ability to handle 
smooth animation and stereo sounds. Perhaps next time? Diverse, 
"Computer Lunchtime 1#" deals with a wide array of subjects: 


ecology, satire, role-playing games, the rock scene, pop comix, as 
well as "serious" fiction. The disk is packed with articles and 
information. I found the writing a bit uneven a times and the 
obvious references to British television were lost on this Yank. But 
the project is ambitous, and although I sense that more care was 
spent in developing it's "look" and "feel" rather than in the writing 
and editing, I found it to be very informative. I especially enjoyed 
the article on H.P.Lovecraft, as well as a piece about the ecological 
hazards of oil-drilling in the Antarctic. Also of interest is the fact 
that a portion of the modest cost of "Computer Lunchtime will be 
donated to a number of timely charitable organizations which he p 
the homeless, champion ecology, or address the Aids issue. In all, 
an ambitous first effort. (Amiga)(reviewed by Bill Paulauskas) 

•DEMO HISTORY OF THE CYCLONE (Freeware on FF BBS or 
$1 or 1 disk & 2 stamps or a trade from Dan Wnght, 1320 NW 
76th St., Plantation, FL 33322-4740): Dan (aka The Cy cl ^e) offers 
a collection of demos he wrote before he started his zine, FATHOMS 
BELOW. A demo is a sort of electronic calling card used by groups 
of modemers to announce their presence to the BBS world at large. 
Pictures of Madonna, Samantha Fox and Bill the Cat (among others) 
are accompanied by snappy electronic music and scrolling text 
messages. Also included are two intromakers with text fading and 
scrolling effects; and a space shoot-em-up game, with the unique 
feature of allowing the player to select the number of lives he gets. 
Of interest to BBS users, programmers, and demo collectors.

93452): The people behind this disk are convinced that the age of 
the electronic book has come. And it has, in a fashion—a good 
chunk of this particular electronic book is devoted to cataloguing 
other examples of the species available, including works by such 
well-known authors as Silverberg and Ellison. The rest of it is an 
argument for why we should go electronic, painting a picture of 
vast benefits for society. Reminds me a bit of the early promises 
for television. Anyhow, there is useful information in the text files 
here, plus a file reader with the most dismal interface I have 
encountered in some time; junk it and use your existing list or edit 
program to browse through the material here. (IBM)

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•emTEX (Contact Jon Radel, PO Box 2276, Reston, VA 22090-0276): 
This is a compilation, for the PC, of the TeX typesetting system 
developed by Donald Knuth. It's perhaps most simply thought of 
as a typesetter for mathematicians and hackers; it produces absolutely 
lovely output, though it's not all that apparent how to get it running 
(It took me most of a day to produce output, and I had some idea 
what I was doing). This is the best PC implementation I've seen, 
including METAFONT, LaTeX, and lots of other utilities. The major 
drawback is the sheer size of the package—close to 20 megabytes 
if you use everything, though you can shave it down to 10 or 
perhaps less by selectively removing things you don't use often. 
The whole package comes on 6 high-density diskettes, plus another 
3 to 5 diskettes depending on what printer you have. Jon makes 
this (and many other TeX-related files) available for $3.50 a disk; I 
recommend you send him an SASE for his full catalog. Or if you're 
really hot to get it for free (and don't pay for your phone calls) I 
can make this particular package, along with the LaserJet fonts, 
available for downloading by special arrangement. (IBM) 

•PERSONAL TAROT ($24 from R.K. West Consulting, PO Box 
8059, Mission Hills, CA 91346): A new program to recreate the 
traditional activity of giving Tarot readings. As with the other 
programs from West, it's quick and easy to use, has on-line 
documentation, and displays nicely on a color monitor (though there 
are no graphics—you get a drawing of the layout plus card names). 
The user can edit the card descriptions supplied and add extensive 
comments to them, and display readings on screen or print them 
out. For the believers, let me just say that the reading I got here 
was at least as optimistic and germane as those I've gotten in person. 
(IBM)[ASP] 

•PROPAK Version 2.60 (Shareware on FF BBS; Registered version 
$79 from Falk Data Systems, 5322 Rockwood Ct., El Paso, TX 79932): 
This is an upgrade to the Programmer's Productivity Pack we 
reviewed in FF38. It still includes the calculator, keystroke reference 
center, ASCII chart, record and playback, DOS shell, background 
printing, screen capture and lots more. This version enhances error 
handling and adds a long and useful file of questions & answers 
on how best to use the program. Also out is a new release, PROLITE, 
with the most essential features (the calculator, the pop-up shell, 
the ASCII chart and Keystroke reference) from the main product, 
and with a registration of only $19. (IBM)[ASP] 

•SEARCHLIGHT BULLETIN BOARD SYSTEM (Shareware v.1.31 
on FF BBS; registered v.1.77 $89 for single-line, $119 for multi-line): 
This computer bulletin board system (BBS) program offers several 
features not found in competing packages: a full-screen editor, true 
private electronic mail, excellent support of ANSI color (users can 
even put messages into their own messages) and flexible door 
program support all stand out. The installation procedure is easy to 
follow and fairly flexible (though modem support is perhaps a bit 
narrower than with some competitors). At only 200K, it will actually 
support running 2 nodes on a single PC without extended memory. 
The program was also designed with networking in mind, with 
support for front-end mailers and the Fido .MSG format. There's 
also a lot of user interaction here—even bulletins and quotes are 
solicited from callers rather than being left up to the Sysop. Definitely 
worth exploring as software for your first BBS—and good enough 
that it might be the only BBS software you ever need.

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AEDITORIAL 


The word "war" appears some 300 times in this magazine. It's 
certainly affected us here. As with everyone else, we've become 
news junkies, following the bombings, the ground assault, the peace 
(which we hope lasts beyond our deadline). But the main impact 
of the war has been unanswered questions. Is there a just war? 
Was this one? Are we —the fanzine community—opposed to all 
war? If so, why were we not speaking out about wars around the 
world before the US went to Saudi Arabia? 

All of that helps explain why this editorial is probably going to 
seem a bit cranky. But the other thing to remember is that there 
are only two of us doing 99% of the work here. And we're running 
at full tilt, working long weeks for short pay to try to keep up with 
the burgeoning small press. What this means is that we simply don't 
have time to handle time-consuming requests that fall out of our 
usual pattern of work. We wish we could respond personally to 
every single one of you, and accommodate all the ideas you have 
for putting notices in the zine, doing a bit of research for you, and 
so on. But the fact is that we just don't have the time. So please 
bear that in mind as you read the rest of this editorial. 

Every issue we hear from people who say plaintively "I haven't 
got my issue yet". Invariably, it's people who get theirs bulk rate. 
So, once again, for those of you who are impatient, you have to 
give the Postal Service time to do its job—which, with bulk mail, 
may mean four weeks from when we mail it. Here's how the schedule 
goes for us: 

28 February—Deadline for this issue 

4 March—We go to the printer 

14 March—We get the zine back from the printer 

18 March—We mail the zine 

15 April - The day you should receive this by 

So what it boils down to is that we don't pay any attention to 
complaints of non-delivery until SIX WEEKS after the deadline, 
because it normally can take that long to get the zine to you. 

If this is too long for you to wait, we suggest buying a first 
class subscription. 

Speaking of deadlines, we are no longer listing a deadline for 
music. Our core business is, and will remain, reviewing fanzines. 
Other material—music, books, videos, software—will get reviewed 
as we get to it. We try not to run more than a few months behind. 


but we can't make any guarantees. (And nope, this doesn't mean 
we're looking for more reviewers; coordinating out-of-town reviewers 
leads to even bigger problems). So be patient, and if you want to 
know whether we received your stuff, include a postcard with it 
that we can send back. By the way, there is one way to get 
preferential treatment for your music: send a second copy of it to 
Music Access, and tell us you did so. 

Despite our pleas, more and more people are bombarding us 
with material at the last possible minute, to squeeze in just before 
the deadline. So, effective immediately: 

1) We will no longer review anything from "page proofs", 
"pre-publication copies", or the like. If it's not the final release form, 
we don't want it. 

2) We will no longer guarantee a review of material which arrives 
via Express Mail, Federal Express, or other expedited delivery service 
the week of the deadline. 

And I must say we're getting pretty fed up with people who 
feel it's their mission in life to send us one piece of garbage every 
day, in the hopes of getting their name in FF three dozen times in 
one issue. 

We run various announcements here and there of interest to our 
readers. Our policy, however, is not to run market announcements 
and guidelines, as these are available elsewhere. We also do not 
announce that your zine is looking for things to review; generally, 
we think our musician readers can assume that any music zine 
wants things to review. If you absolutely must have your market 
announcement or solicitation appear, please consider our low 
classified ad rates. 

Some other publishers have complained, by the way, about 
getting too many submissions rather than too few. Mostly this seems 
to happen with poetry; for some reason poets are wont to send out 
their material to any place that looks even remotely like a market, 
without checking first. Here's our system for dealing with poetry 
submissions, which we recommend to other editors: if the poetry 
arrives with an SASE, send it back. If it arrives without an SASE, 
use it for kindling. It's simple. People who submit poetry without 
having any idea of where they;re sending it do not deserve a lot 
of time from the rest of us. 

And now, we end with an apology: the j-cards for the "Music 
for the Perplexed" tape are still not back from the printer. As soon 
as they are, we will send copies to our supporting subscribers. 
Meanwhile, the tape is still available, and anyone who orders it can 
get it now, and we promise to send the j-card as soon as we can.

□GIRL JOCK #2 ($2.00 from Rox-A-Tronic, 2060 3rd St., Berkeley, 
CA 94710)* Though this is only the second issue and the first we ve 
received here, it no doubt belongs in thissection becauseofits 
extreme good-humor and good natured attitude. The subtitle, tor 
the athletic lesbian with a political consciousness" is apt, but even 
still, though I do not fit into any of those categories, it appeals to 
me. These women are for real, they laugh at themselves as well as 
they can laugh at others, and they don't take life so seriously as 
to give off airs.

SPUN #63 ($1.00 from Doug Chapel Comics, 2

His straightforward narrative voice and somewhat primitive drawing 
style combine well with this to make a charming comic. For pet

□KIWI AND GUNNER #1 ($1.25 from Black Crosses Graphics, 
Renee Maciejewski, 1235 Longmeadow Dr., Kennesaw, GA 30144): 
A unique comic with a strongly distinctive artistic style and a story 
all its own. Hard to tell what's going on here; a pair of 
anthropomorphic animals falling in love in Kellyesque dialog, a cat 
who is wise and not overly talkative, a demon who says nothing 
but makes many demands.

His moments alone 
are the most sensitive; without them we'd just feel that he's a misfit 
without a cause.

□NINE MILES FROM HELL #1 (50* & a stamp from PO Box 
26692, Rochester, NY 14626-0692): A new stick-figure minicomic with 
a batch of rather morbid characters. There's an art fag, some people 
who seem to be dead, a gal all in black, a slightly deaf genie, and 
more. A confusing clutter of action. The tyrannosaurus was pretty 
funny, though. (M -16/MG) _ 

NOZONE #2 ($2.00 from Knickerbocker, 1 West 64th St., Apt 
5B, New York, NY 10023): Environmentally aware comics that take 
the issue more seriously than its "movement." By poking their own 
ribs and satirically stabbing others', they get their points across 
blithely and bluntly.

NW, 
Seattle, WA 98117): A minicomic of self portraits of indie comic 
artists. This one opens with Michelle Rau and closes 
with Mike Sagara; in between, we get four more mini 
artists.

PARANOID TALES OF NEUROSIS #3 ($3.50 & 

Age Statement from Joe Deagnon, 85 Black Friar Ln., 

Brantford, ONT, N3R 7M2, CANADA): More bizarre 
and twisted comic tales. In this issue Joe reveals the 
sources of fear in his life, goes off the wall with guns 
and other instruments of violence, and talks more about 
work from hell. His artistic style perfectly conveys the 
heavily bizarre emotional states behind it.

PIZZA, VIDEO GAMES AND TUNES (25* & a 
stamp from Shawn Collins, 7205-B Rossburg, College 
Park, MD 20740): A mini-comic from the frat rat life. 

It talks about what to do on nights when you can't 
swing the cash to go out for a good time.

□PLASTIC FORKS #1-3 (Send for info from Ted 
McKeever, PO Box 640586, Miami, FL 33164): Glossy 
modern comics with and intense storyline: two doctors 
experiment with the reproductive system, vivosection, 
chimps and a government agency out to get them.

PUNK COMIX #2 ($1 & a stamp from John Hill, W.

John Hill does great comics, sometimes picking on the 
punks, sometimes on the hippies, sometimes on all of 
us. There are notes on why not to commit suicide, 
pages of gross-outs, drug trips, straight-edge conformity, 
and more. Sometimes disgusting, always amusing. 
(D-20/MG) 

□RAIDING HEAVEN'S DUMPSTER (50* (?) from 
2749 Audobon St., New Orleans, LA 70125): A collection 
of artwork featuring busty young women in various 
states of dissipation, and demons and thaumaturges. A 
selection of mental demons to haunt the unwary. 

(S-6/MG) _ 

□RAPSCALLION ($1 (?) from Dave Kocher, 4506 
Darcie Dr., Erie, PA 16506): Rapscallion is a dude with 
a scallion for a head and a rapping style of speech that 
disses everyone and everything. The comic even uses 
"visual sampling" to get closer to the rap spirit, drawing 
the character in the form of many other famous comics

□RE-ACTION ($2.50 from Vinson Watson, 4151 S. Indiana, 
Chicago, IL 60653): Re-Action is a superhero who fights crime in 
Chicago—in this case, a bunch of neonazis.

This issue is titled "Carol 
and Raymond", a strange story of a love that could have been but 
wasn't, thanks to our way of living.

□REAL SCREAM COMICS #17-18 ($2.50 from Mike Culpepper, 
808 Stanley St., Nelson, BC V1L 1N7): Subtitled the "serious funny 
animal comic," this is one of the only animal comics that doesn't 
take on exaggerated feminine attributes. The animals feature Elvis 
and his girlfriend Spike and some pals. The stories are clever and 
continuing—I like the one where Spike gets a job with the Roller 
Derby and dual dialogue takes place, on the tube and while Elvis 
and she are watching it. #18 has Elvis forming a union at a local

□THE REASON SHE LEFT ($2.50 from Kristen Baumgardner, 905 
Haight, San Francisco, CA 94117): A delightful comic—one of the 
finds of the issue. It concerns a confused young woman named

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world, and ends up propelled into an odyssey of personal growth. 
Full of post-modernism, explanations of new ways of thought, cool 
young women, thi nking people, rationality and int uition.

□RED SHETLAND #1-2 ($2.75 from Graphxpress, PO Box 32292, 
Tucson, AZ 85751): Red Shetland is sort of a Red Sonja takeoff, or 
as the cover to #1 puts it "Buxom Barbarian She-Horse Funny-Animal 
Adventure as You Like It". With her chain mail and sword and 
glaming red mane and tail, Shetland gets into all sorts of strange 
situations in a comic littered with in-jokes. Quite enjoyable, and 
very different. (S-28/MG) 

□ROB HANES #1 ($2.50 from WCG Comics, 3765 Motor Ave. 
#1121, Los Angeles, CA 90034): An action comic featuring 
all-American boy Rob Hanes, who works as a sort of international 
legal troubleshooter and spy. The adventures here involve beautiful 
women, rebels and bandits, Russian agents, shootings and more. 
Parts of the plots are pretty thin, but overall this is fast-paced 
entertainment. (S-32/MG) 

□ROCK N'ROLL COMICS #19-24 ($5 from Revolutionary Back 
Issues, 5519 University #103, San Diego, CA 92103): The stories of 
currently-hot musical groups told in unauthorized comics biography 
form. (This has occasionally caused trouble, as when New Kids on 
the Block decided to sue). #19 is a rap issue, with Public Enemy 
and 2 Live Crew, uncensored. #23 features Living Colour; #24 follows 
the headbangers of Anthrax. Satirical backup features are included, 
with the one in # 24 going after MTV. (S-32/MG) 

ROTTEN PEACHES #3 ($1.25 + Age Statement from PO Box 
674948, Marietta, GA 30067-0007): A short comic sidetrack into the 
origin of the Golden Dildo. Between the art, clever story and 
erotic-serio-comic plot, I found I was quite interested in the story 
and wanted to know whatever happened to the Golden Dildo. Spies 
and international i ntrigue included. (D-18/CG) 

RUBBER MALLET COMIX #3 (75* & a stamp from A.C. Rempt, 
260 E. Monroe St., Pomona, CA 91767-3938): Wild Christmassy 
comics (so they're a few months late, who cares?) There are fighting

Skud in my heart 

So, as I sit here typing on this last day of February, 1991 the 
Kuwaiti flag is once again flying over Kuwait City and George Bush 
declares victory over the new symbol of evil incarnate, Saddam 
Hussein. Meanwhile, the rest of us are home, perhaps watching the 
TV, others ignoring it. I really have no idea how the rest of you 
feel about this war, but what bothers me is that there wasn't a 
helluva lot any of us were able to do about it. We in the 
self-publishing community each have our spheres of influence, yet 
it seems that none of them extended far enough to make a damn 
bit of difference in affecting the outcome of this war. Not that we 
necessarily would have wanted the outcome to be any different. I'm 
sure that, like me, many of you actually began to wonder whether 
the war was, indeed, unjustified as we saw the heartbreaking footage 
of the oil slick in the Persian Gulf. Perhaps we had misread the 
situation. Perhaps Saddam was a madman after all. But that is not 
the subject of this screed. I'm talking about those of us who believed 
that whether or not Saddam Hussein was a madman, war is never 
a justifiable solution. We believe death and destruction are not the 
answer. We believe in talking about problems before shots are fired. 
So we wage peace. But why wasn't our voice heard? 

Maybe it was heard. Everyone knew there was a peace effort in 
progress. Even the war-crazed news media dropped their bias for 
a moment and gave the anti-war effort a token amount of coverage. 
But why was it so ineffective? What could we have done differently? 

I myself was never quite sure exactly what to do. I wanted to 
do something, yet I have to admit I never went to a single peace 
march. I just couldn't imagine how it was going to make a difference. 
I kind of abstained from voting altogether you might say. I sat at 
home watching the news reports, griping about the censored press 
coverage. Scanning the various channels and reading anything about 
the war I could get my hands on, I tried in vain to get an intelligent 
assessment of just what was going on over there. Surely the 
misinformation factor was one of the most insidious aspects of the 
conflict. But when it came time to march in the streets, I didn't 
attend. I didn't even go on Martin Luther King Day as I intended 
to. I thought it would be wise to march for peace, rather than 
against the war. But I was lazy. I was busy. I didn't think it would 
make a damn bit of difference. 

Now that the conflict seems to be subsiding (will it ever really 
end?) I have to say I feel a little ashamed of that fact. I am proud 
to say I was against the war from the start and stood my ground 
but what did I really do about it? I yacked about peace on the 
computer system I am part of. I ntailed out a bunch of cards to 
correspondents announcing my latest project. I even stamped them 
with a handshake and the imprint "Peace On Earth". It was my 
own little statement. As I stamped each one, I said to myself a little 
prayer. The stamping became like a meditation on peace. Yet now 
that it is all coming to an end, I see my cards did very little to 
end the conflict. The big guns got the job done. Once again, right 
equals might. This still ain't Camelot. 


So what could I have done? Is there some constructive endeavor 
I might've undertaken? I wonder what the rest of you did. Did 
anyone do anything that they really felt made a difference? How 
did you deal with the feelings of powerlessness? I feel bad that I 
didn't even bother writing a letter to a single soldier in the field. 
That might have brightened up someone's day. After all, my problem 
wasn't with the troops. Surely, they are brave. If the cowboy 
mentality of the American people seems to have learned one thing 
from the Viet Nam conflict, it has to be that war is the enemy> not 
the warriors. Half the troops enlisted because they wanted a cheap 
education or some other personal benefit from joining the military. 
Hell, they didn't plan on fighting in any war. But if I would've 
written a letter to a soldier what would it have said? I don't think 
I could've kept my mouth shut about my feelings about the war. 
Even if I thought I had. I'm sure my true feelings would have 
emerged between the lines. The letter would have been censored 
and never delivered. I heard they wouldn't even let "Give Peace a 
Chance" or "Imagine" be played on the radio so as not to lower 
morale. So what's the use of sending a letter to the soldiers? If I 
was sure they would have received it, unopened, I would have. 

So what should I have done? I love the United States Constitution. 
I actually believe what it says in the Bill of Rights about Freedom 
of Speech. Call me naive but that's the way I feel. I realize many 
Americans don't even have a clue what the First Amendment means, 
but I do and I am exercizing my right to free speech now by saying 
that I was against the war from the start and still am. There will 
be those who want to take the law into their own hands and bring 
harm to me for uttering such blasphemy. But I know that it is my 
right to write what I choose that my brothers and sisters on the 
front lines were fighting for, whether they knew it or not. 

Or were they? Just what was this war about? Were we fighting 
another Hitler or just usurping the power of another two-bit dictator? 
Were we defending or invading a sovereign nation? Were we fighting 
for oil or democracy or free enterprise or simply defending a lifestyle 
that will eventually destroy the planet? Were we really dropping 
napalm while feigning outrage about Saddam's chemical weapons? 
Was the increasing complexity of the situation for real or just a 
fabrication of yellow ribbon journalism? 

Hard to say. You can't tell the players without a scorecard. But 
this column is to wonder aloud- what should I have done? Is there 
anything we as a group could have done to make our views more 
widely known? How were we to separate the war from the news 
coverage? The news coverage from public opinion? I felt so helpless 
through the entire conflict and I still do. Is there any political solution 
that makes sense? Should we have been more organized? Should 
we have made better use of the media? Surely the military has 
learned from the past. Did we? After the NEA/Helms fight and the 
various other censorship battles that took place last year, shouldn't 
we have been better prepared to deal with the manipulation of the 
media by irresponsible leaders? Everything from the S & L crisis to 
the education crisis to the health care crisis fell by the wayside as 
a wave of misplaced patriotism sent sons and daughters, fathers 
and mothers into a fight we could not afford against a "madman" 
who, only a few years ago, was one of our chums. The real "mother 
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of all battles" is the noble one Americans must fight to solve our 
domestic challenges. But we stood by and watched our financially 
bankrupt nation whipped into a jingoistic frenzy. Those of us against 
the war failed to act and I'm the first one to admit it. But what 
should we have done? Was our opposition too fragmented? Too 
late? Too passive? Someone tell me please- I really want to know. 

What new zines emerged that were against the war? What 
projects? What tapes? What songs? Who did they reach? Political 
cartoonists- underground and otherwise- had a heyday with this 
war, but did it stop a single bomb from being dropped? Were there 
alternatives I didn't hear about? 

Are there things we could have done? If our network is to net 
work-how did it perform during this crisis? Were we prepared to 
deal with the crisis in a hurry? Were the computer bulletin boards 
put to maximum use? Was information about anti-war action easily 
accessed? Did the peace movement tap into self-publishing? Did we 
know where to look to find out what we needed to know? Where 
did people turn for information in their cities? Were our goals clear? 
Where did the movement work most effectively? Did peace ever 
really get a chance? If not why not? 

An overwhelming 80 per cent of Americans were in favor of the 
war. But that leaves 20 percent. That's 50 million people who did 
not buy it. Where were they? Where was I? This is supposed to be 
a democracy yet I felt that the war was put in motion by the 
government, not the citizens of this or any other country. With our 
money at his disposal, this began as Bush's war. Am I cynical to 
believe that there was nothing I could do about it? 

On the other hand, were the peace movements of the last 30 
years responsible for the fact that Iraqi civilians were not a target? 
Maybe it was the peacenics that caused the military leaders of the 
allied forces to even consider NOT bombing the hell out of anything 
that moved. Who knows, maybe they did. After all, they haven't 
yet released any figures of Iraqi casualties. What about the Iraqi 
soldiers? Most were drafted and forced to fight. Is it OK, then, to 
blow them away? The significant thing may be that- true or not- 
the military leaders tried to get us to believe that no one died 
needlessly. They knew we'd all be concerned about that. Are the 
peacenics the ones to thank for that? If so, should I have marched 
for peace? Did my rubber stamp make a difference I'm not aware 
of? 

At best, this conflict was confusing. It was never very clear from 
the minute the war started on January 16 or even the day Saddam 
moved into Kuwait on August 2 of last year. On both sides, for 
both hawks and doves, there were questions about the proper course 
of action. Our representatives in the U.S. Congress behaved 
miserably. They waited too long to take a stand against military 
action and now we'll have them to thank when Dan Quayle makes 
his bid to be the President to welcome in the year 2000. They didn't 
want to alienate anyone and they didn't- until it was too late. By 
a very small margin, they voted to support Bush's clenched fist and 
put the wimp factor to rest once and for all. The rest of the story 
will be hard to forget. But I'm no political analyst. I'm sure I've left 
out some major points here but one thing remains clear: this war 
was a bit confusing for all concerned. To many it became clearer 
as it waged on and "victory" for the "good guys" seemed more 
certain, but I have to believe that a 
whole lot of soul searching went on all 
over the planet between August and 
March. 

I listened to my heart for an answer 
to the question of what's going on with 
me right now and I have no answers, 
only questions. Feel free to answer 
them. The big one seems to be: if we 
in the self-publishing community 
couldn't even make a ripple in the tide 
that made this war possible, who the 
hell will? What are we doing? Sorry to 
be so negative, gang, but I need to 
wonder about these things in case it 
happens again. And it will. 
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I have a confession to make. I have been sitting here, in this 
room, at this desk, staring at this blank piece of paper, in this 
typewriter (and, I am tempted to add, smoking this cigarette, but 
it can't possibly be the same one, not judging from this cough, 
anyway), for one hour and fifty minutes. I know this for a fact 
because Flashback (which is my new favourite movie, incidentally. I 
do think you ought to see it, if you get the opportunity. It made 
me quite cheerful, and it takes a powerfully funny, charming and 
intelligent movie to accomplish that these days) was just coming on 
when I sat down, and it's just now gone off, and the movie guide 
gives a running time for it of 110 minutes, so you see. I don't take 
this kind of statistic lightly. In any event, this is all fairly startling 
because, as I might have previously mentioned somewhere along 
the line, I am not the type of writer who routinely sits around 
staring at blank sheets of typewriter paper. Normally—or as close 
to that idyllic state as I ever manage to achieve—I am the type of 
writer who sits down at the typewriter with an article springing 
full-blown from her feverish brain—however uncomfortable a mental 
picture that may conjure—and has only to write it down as fast as 
her fingers can fly (to be honest, this happens rather less often than 
I might ideally wish—like just about never—but since it has turned 
up once or twice, I thought I could safely include it), or, conversely, 
I am also the type of writer who sits down at the typewriter having 
absolutely no idea what on earth she's going to say, noodles around 
frantically for awhile, comes up with some damned thing or another, 
noodles around some more, sticks the results in an envelope and 
mails them off before she has time to think about it, hoping fervently 
for the best. (Well, I guess you already figured that out, didn't you?) 
None of this, mind you, has anything in the least to do with talent, 
or incentive, or professionalism or anything else virtuous on my 
part as much as it has to do with (a) the fact that I have a little 
way of letting things go until irate editors take to calling me up on 
the telephone at inappropriate hours, threatening me with the type 
of consequence that made Henry—Portrait of a Serial Killer such a 
hot item; and, concurrently, (b) an innate inability to sit in one place 
for more than eight or ten minutes, without my mind beginning to 
wander off into some highly exotic places, in the company of some 
highly exotic people, all of which I find vastly amusing, but which 
very seldom can be made into anything that might be construed as 
a column, particularly since I don't happen to write for PENTHOUSE 
LETTERS. IPs just usually better for all concerned if I get this writing 
business over with as quickly and cleanly as possible, and then go 
about my business, or at least into the bedroom. This evening, 
however, I have been stymied. 

The problem, in its smallest sense, is that we—that it, the United 
States—are currently at war, and since it is a war that has been, 
in one way or another, heavily televised since its inception (a moment 
actually possible to pinpoint with some accuracy, as this is the first 
war in the recorded history officially begun with one eye, as it were, 
on a stopwatch), it seems appropriate that a column devoted to the 
visual arts ought to make some mention of it. The question is, of 
course, what mention? The situation is so broad based, the 
implications so vast, and so much has already been written—without 
very much really having been said—that any attempt to add anything 
else runs the risk of being either inadequate, redundant, or, at worst, 
spurious. Sometimes a question is so huge, and so complicated, that 
any answer, or partial answer, only serves to add to, or get lost 
in, the confusion. 


You don't, for instance, need to hear my sixteen (or so) reasons 
for being against this war—if you're against it they're probably pretty 
much the same as the ones you have, and if you're for it you have 
so much company that you're in a good position to deny the 
existence of any opposition at all. By the same token, it scarcely 
seems necessary any longer to focus on obvious media bias in 
reporting the two conflicting opinions (there doesn't seem o be more 
than two in this case. This is not a war that allows for 
nuance)—according to one statistic, as of the end of January, 3000 
minutes had been collectively devoted, by the three major networks, 
to reportage of pro-policy opinion and demonstrations, 30 minutes 
had been collectively devoted to opposition reportage, and further, 
the reportage itself was qualitatively different. Segments on pro-policy 
events were not only longer, but routinely included interviews with, 
and background on, individual participants, permitting such partici¬ 
pants to appear human, vulnerable, and more importantly, separate, 
unique, and, at the same time, united and cohesive. Segments on 
dissent, on the other hand, focused primarily on visuals of the 
demonstrations themselves, with little or no individualization of the 
participants, leaving the viewer with quick, random impressions of 
an anonymous, alien crowd—since it's clear enough to anyone who 
manages to catch more than one or two broadcasts. And even 
beyond this, it's not so much the bias itself that's interesting—in 
the same way, as someone once put it, that a severe skin disease 
is interesting to a dermatologist—as the way in which the pro-policy 
viewpoint was presented—one might even say "foisted upon"—to 
the public. 

For those who never sat through Creative Writing 101, there is 
a literary device known as "synocdoche", in which a part, portion, 
or function of an object or an idea is used in place of a whole, for 
example, referring to a cigarette as a "smoke" or the flag of the 
United States as the "stars and stripes". In literature, synocdoche 
is used for a sense of immediacy, casualness and, at the same time, 
intensity, but, when taken into the fields of rhetoric and public 
address, it can also serve the more sinister purpose of diverting 
attention away from the negative aspects of a position—what you 
don't want your subject audience to see—and focusing it on the 
relatively positive ones—what you do want them to see. Magicians 
call this "misdirection" or "slight of hand", and when it's used to 
pull rabbits out of hats or make elephants disappear it's harmless 
enough. When it's used to rally an entire nation around a dubious 
point, it is anything but. 

More than the trick of comparing Saddam Hussein to Hitler, 
more than turning him overnight from an ally into a ravening 
madman (and I am not here going to write a defense of Saddam 
Hussein, because I don't think there is one—he's no better than 
any other dictator, however, the point in this case being he's no 
worse than all the other ones our foreign policy supports, either), 
more even than constantly portraying the Iraqis as a peculiar, alien 
and innately hostile culture, synocdoche was instrumental in ensuring 
wide, national support for the President's policy in the Persian Gulf 
and here, I think—though I generally dislike using "the media" as 
both a scapegoat and a buzz-word—the media does have a certain 
amount to answer for. 

When you see, on a news broadcast, footage of tearful soldiers 
bidding go6d-bye to their grieving families before going off to the 
war zone, when you receive a constant barrage of pleas to "Send 
letters to our troops. Wear a yellow ribbon for our troops. Contribute 
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to this fund so that our troops may call home", when the President 
of the United States goes on the public airwaves and asks that 
everyone "pray for our troops", what you are seeing and hearing 
is synocdoche. "The troops", in this case, the men and women 
being commanded to fight the war, are being used in place of the 
war policy itself; the idea being, evidently, that, while it is possible 
to hate a policy that fosters war, it is impossible to hate an 18 year 
old kid being forced away from his or her family in order to 
participate in that war (this, of course, didn't work with Viet Nam, 
but Viet Nam was an entirely different thing, handled in an entirely 
different way, and even that is now being used to feed the 
synocdoche. This time, we are told, we are not going to treat "our 
troops" the way we treated the ones in Viet Nam. We've learned 
our lesson—no one is going to spit on these :boys". Presumable 
that also means that "these boys" are not going to end up homeless 
on the streets of our cities, as so many Viet Nam vets have, but 
it will take a few years to see about that). This gives rise to the 
peculiar stance one often hears these days in news interviews, i.e. 
"I'm against war, but I support the troops"—an oxymoron that 
would drive you crazy if you ever attempted to really unravel it. 
This issue is not whether it's the troops' "fault" that they are fighting 
this war—a boondoggle that nearly derailed serious dissent during 
the Viet Nam war—the issue is the war itself. Leaving the morality 
of the war entirely out of the loop, it is certainly a kind of immorality 
to divert attention away from consideration of the issues of a war 
policy and focus it, clothed in a manufactured sentimentality, on 
the personal lives of the people unfortunate to have to do the actual 
fighting. It's difficult to consider our lack of substantive energy policy 
while you're tying a yellow ribbon on your car antenna, hard to 
think about hidden agendas in the White House when you're singing 
"God Bless America", and impossible to wonder about the U.S.'s 
sudden turn-around on Saddam when you're constantly told that 
anything less than complete support of the policy will somehow 
injure "our troops" and please the very madman they're so valiantly 
risking their lives to defeat. In large measure due to the images 
and interviews presented each morning and evening on broadcast 
news, we have replaced a war with the lives used to fight it, 
apparently not noticing that it's this sort of thinking that allows the 
government to keep those very lives in jeopardy in the first place. 

It is also this synocdoche that, in part, helps foster general 
acceptance of something that might, under normal circumstances, 
cause trouble for the Pentagon: the censorship of news coming out 
of the Persian Gulf and, more recently, the almost total news 
blackout. Again, this is partially a legacy of the Viet Nam war. For 
their own purposes, the Pentagon more or less backed the wrong 
horse in terms of news coverage during Viet Nam. They bet that 
allowing photojoumalists and broadcast news teams to wander pretty 
much at will—within the boundaries of logic and common 
sense—through the war zone would work to their favour,as, they 
imagined, when photos began to emerge of "enemy atrocities" and 
the fortitude of the brave American boys in combatting it, public 
sympathy would remain squarely on their side. Viet Nam being 
what it was, however, this naturally backfired, when the photos 
and reportage coming out of Viet Nam documented, beyond any 
doubt, American and South Viet Namese atrocities, and allowed the 
public to see precisely what sort of havoc we were managing to 
wreck in that country. The Pentagon, whatever else might be said 
about it as a unit, not being completely stupid, learned from its 
mistakes and in its subsequent "actions"—notably Grenada and 
Panama—began to exercise control over the films and reportage 
associated with these actions. Grenada and Panama both being 
relatively short 00 over before anyone really had a chance to 
adequately sort through what information there was—this course 
was of minor consequence, except in a Constitutional sense, but the 
Persian Gulf affair (and here not the constant use of the word "crisis" 
in relation to a man who has been heard of his country, and carried 
on much as he is doing now, for more than ten years), has continued, 
as of this writing, for more than six weeks (that is, ,the actual 
fighting), ample time for the implications of Pentagon censorship to 
become clear. Now, obviously, if the Pentagon has control of what 
we see, it can be fairly construed that we are only seeing what 
they want us to see—American victories, little or no reports of 
casualties, a clean war, a "Nintendo War" fought with science fiction 
weaponry and, now that the ground phase has started, an almost 
total news blackout, with only reports of easy victories and full-scale 


Iraqi surrenders leaking through. How much of this may actually 
be true is very nearly beside the point, which is that they couldn't 
accomplish it at all without the previously mentioned use of 
synocdoche. Granted that Americans, as a group, are not, these 
days, particularly jealous of their Constitutional Rights; nevertheless, 
it might still be difficult to impose a band on information, particularly 
such a wide one, had not we become thoroughly convinced that 
this was in the best interests of "our boys". Constantly bombarded 
with the factoid that Saddam Hussein watches CNN (how he gets 
it is a mystery they never quite explain. Are they running cable 
wires into that six feet below the surface bunker he supposedly 
inhabits? Does he have a satellite dish? And, if so, why don't they 
just invade the bunker with the satellite dish out front of it and 
save everyone a lot of trouble?), and presumably plans his strategies 
around what he sees there, and all readily accepting that we have 
to do everything possible to "support our troops", it then becomes 
frighteningly easy to accept censorship of war information on the 
grounds that we might otherwise inadvertantly supply Saddam with 
knowledge that he could use against "our boys"—indeed, it becomes 
unpatriotic not to do so, to even entertain the thought that, if "the 
boys" are supposed to be fighting for our freedoms—they aren't, 
of course, but let it pass for the sake of our argument-^what purpose 
does it serve if we have to give away one of our basic freedoms 
in order that they might do so? 

Do you begin to understand why I have been staring at this 
typewriter for so long? These are only two of the many questions 
raised by this war (or one question with two parts, depending on 
how technical you want to get)—not even touching on things like 
the vast overrepresentation of minorities among the troops and how 
television has played into that —and already I'm talking myself in 
circles. This may, as they keep telling us on television, turn out to 
be, in historical terms a relatively short war (though I wouls like 
to advance the thought, even tentatively, that six weeks of war is 
>>ix weeks too long), but it's going to take us years to work through 
everything that was said and done, and not said and tnot tone, on 
its behalf—that is, if we weren't so stewed in our own patriotic 
juices by then that we can't think at all. Frankly it's all too much 
for my poor, dried up, husk of a brain—remember that I had to 
make it through Viet Nam, too—and I'd just as soon go off and 
thing my exotic thoughts, and leave it for the broadcast news pundits 
and commentators to figure out. 

Do you think Saddam Hussein would let me borrow his satellite

"The native intellectual nevertheless sooner or later will realize 
that you do not show proof of your nation from its culture but that 
you substantiate its existence in the fight which the people wage 
against the forces of occupation," writes Franz Fanon in THE 
WRETCHED OF THE EARTH, "On National Culture," p. 223. 

That's the pivotal sentence in the whole essay as far as I am 
concerned—and something I've been trying to explain to a Conspiracy 
divided about mortals and taste since I discovered its existence in 
1978. (Well, not right away; for a few months I tried to remain 
entirely non-violent, trying to convince myself politics was the tail 
and culture of the dog.) 

Wherever there is a cultural dispute, find out if you can who its 
backers—on both sides. Frequently they will—I predict—turn out to 
be two closely linked ruling class factions. They don't quarrel with 
one another as much as the people they hire fight about who is 
doing what to which end of whom. 

The latest rumor: that I was a genocidal racist myself until I got 
caught. "Your brother-in-law is an idiot," were my exact words, 
spoken to Slim Brooks in the early 1960s on the Saint Charles trolley 
when Slim said he thought there might be something after all to 
his brother-in-law's racial theories. So both E. Howard Hunt (or 
whoever Brother-in-law was) and Slim know I wasn't a racist. 

Besides: Caught by whom? I've been captive of the same 
Conspiracy, as far as I can now figure, since 1963. I've been trying 
to get caught by someone else—with no success! 

What did happen was in 1982 I realized I had participated in an 
act of genocidal racism—by remaining silent about Brother-in-law 
when testifying in 1964 (for the warren Commission). 

My problem wasn't witting genocide; it was refusing to be what 
I thought was paranoid. 

Others say my hidden agenda is to get mind control investigated. 
If you were in Nazi Germany in 1944 and knew both that Nazi 
scientists were experimenting with mind control and that Hitler was 
exterminating millions of Jews, Poles, Gypsies, Gays and other 
misfits—which issue would you have worried about most? 

That is exactly the prevailing situation, except that mind control 
labs are no longer exclusively in that hands of Nazis. 

Planned famine via suppression of changes in systems of land 
tenure (among other causes) continues to exterminate races Hitler 
thought were inferior. Think about that in the perspective of past 
history. 

I don't like either mind control or genocide. 

But insisting that I worry only about mind control—at the expense 
of resisting the absentee control of land—seems myopic to me. 

Absentee control of land is closely linked with absentee control 
of production. Without absentee control of production, mind control 
would not be profitable. 

Besides, I'm not here to live up to the expectation of a bunch 
of anonymous spies—any of their expectations. Get that through 
your dense heads. Working for unknown secret organizations—obey¬ 
ing them in any way—is as irresponsible as "only following orders." 

If you want to understand me read NEVER WHISTLE WHILE 
YOU'RE PISSING—Proudhon, Benjamin Tucker and maybe Alexan¬ 


der Berkman's WHAT IS COMMUNIST AN¬ 
ARCHISM? or George Lakey's STRATEGY 
FOR A LIVING REVOLUTION. That's the kind 
of movement I want. Not a lot of prefabricated 
either/or choices handed me by power addicts. 

Truth, science and genuine liberation—polit¬ 
ical and psychological. 

Often people who pretend to be shocked 
when you defend unpopular ideas—such as 
egoism—are simply interested in rationalizing 
using you by pandering to the fears of the 
simple minded and the faithfully mystical. With 
such persons you no sooner clear up one 
misunderstanding than they produce another. 
More and more I deal with people who indulge 
in evil-minded theories about me in order to 
avoid confronting what I am saying about my 
personal participation in our nation's recent 
history. 

And it is nevertheless me who is supposed 
to be the paranoid! 

Let's begin by dealing with starvation 
statistics, AIDS statistics, data about weather 
control technology and other means of producing natural disasters 
and similar evidence of continuing racist domination of the planet. 
When that much is widely grasped, building an effective organization 
will be possble.

30307] 
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ALARMING TRENDS (Scorched Earth Productions, 2201 S. 
Dayton, Denver, CO 80210): This is a really fine five-song video 
album from the band Alarming Trends. Featuring Ronnie Cramer's 
songwriting and guitar work and Rebecca Watson's expressive 
singing, they blast out a solid rock line that's warped enough by 
strange lyrics to be great. The video work is excellent, making 
perfect use of black and white and cutting back and forth from 
reality to fantasy via televisions that interact with the people on 
screen, stop action animation, and more. Best bets here are the 
paranoid strung out "Mangled Nerve Center" and the closing "White 
Cross", with its motif of gargantuan mackeral flying around the 
landscape. (MG)

BAD RELIGION, "Along the Way" (Tribal Video, Thorsten Bach, 
Kunigundastr. 27, 4300 Essen 1, GERMANY): 26 songs of blasting 
punk, intercut with some short interview segments. The multi-guitar 
attack of Bad Religion, led by Greg Graffin's vocals, comes across 
real well in this 1989 live performance (shot in Bremen, Germany); 
though there's a sense of the crowd, it doesn't overwhelm the music. 
Hot cuts include "World War III", "You are (the Government)" and 
"How Much is Enough?" (MG) 

★★★★★ 

CUT TIME ($14.95 from Coyote Pictures, 822 Grand St., Jersey 
City, NJ 07304): A black and white documentary of the NY 
underground music scene, scum rock and otherwise. It includes club 
footage and interview snippets with King Missile, Kirk Kelly, False 
Prophets, Carry Nation, Woodpecker, Reverb Mother Fuckers, The 
Gamma Rays, Hypnolovewheel (sardonically self-described "gar- 
bologists of rock and roll") and Two Minutes Hate. One song apiece, 
in a well-assembled package that entertains without ever dragging. 
(MG) 

★★★★★ 

DISGUSTEEN ($25 from Portia Graham, PO Box 62, Prospect 
Heights, IL 60070): A shot-to-video punk movie sprung from the 
fevered brain of Ben Weasel, publisher of TEEN PUNKS IN HEAT 
(among other goodies). Starring Ben himself as a punk vampire and 
Jennifer Goetz as his latest victim, it's a great blast to parental 
authority. With music from Pink Lincolns, Screeching Weasel, 
Crimshrine, Dead Steelmill, the Mr. T Experience and more, it's also 
a good punk soundtrack. Camerawork and acting are both a bit 
shaky in spots, but overall, it's a good use of the resources available, 
and a vampire flick with a satisfying ending. (MG)

THE LARRY MONDELLO BAND, "Live at the Populous 
Pudding" (PO Box 451, Collinsville, CT 06022): What's the opposite 
of "easy listening"—difficult listening? Whatever it is, this falls into 
that class. The Mondello guys mix swiped melodies with industrial 
clamor, pop sensibilities with a punk "who cares?" musical attitude, 
and throw in a stage show that seems almost a slap in the audience's 
collective face to achieve their unique sound. A lot of this is tough 
to slog through, low-fi high-distortion audio rants that often as not 
have the band members seeming to play different songs. Includes 
a special bonus pirate video clip. (MG)

THE RANTER (Send for info from Rantrave Productions, PO Box 
1224, Covina, CA 91722): The warning on the video cover says, "Do 
not watch this tape unless you are prepared to think." I'd like to 
add a little something of my own: do not watch this tape unless 
you are prepared to listen so closely your head hurts while 
deciphering a purposely disguised and utterly distorted voice backed 
up by screaming alien-like sounds in the background. The Ranter 
clearly doesn't want anyone to know who he is—who knows, he 
might be some high-level executive or relative of Donald Trump's—in 
any case, he's gone to such lengths to disguise himself (sunglasses, 
beret, underwear wrapped around his face) that it's almost impossible 
to clearly understand what he is ranting about. He spends many 
minutes in the beginning telling you about the important stuff he's 
going to tell you, how he is going to inform you of many terrible 
ills befalling us—but he also says he doesn't care. This he makes 
very clear. And he covers a lot of ground—rants about big business, 
advertising, pantyhose, banks, auto companies, and the incinuation 
that we are as sheep being led to slaughter. It's not his suppositions 
that are at all disinteresting, no—damn, if I'm a sheep then I want 
to know—it's his method. It feels that he is looking down on us 
sheep from his desk with the title "Therapy" on top of papers.

TRANS/MISSION FROM GOD ($20.00 or 130 DM from Artware 
Entertainment, Hamm-FarhOlter/Klemm, Taunusstrasse 63-B, 6200 
Wiesbaden, GERMANY): This is a docu-clip trailer, that is, a 
shortened "clip" version of the forthcoming full-length feature 
documentary about a select group of underground filmmakers and 
artists in NYC. The various artists, including Cassandra Stark, Alyce 
Wittenstein, Ari Roussimoff, Mike Wolfe, Tommy Turner and Nick 
Zedd (plus others) speak of their work, their projects, what it takes 
to produce and little anecdotes about each other, most notably Zedd. 
Zedd, in fact, seems to be the character about which everyone has 
something to say and himself appears so wasted in his own segment 
that he has the least to say, about anything. Available in either 
PAL-VHS or NTSC-VHS.

360'S, "Illuminated" (Link Records, 121 W. 27th St., New York, 
NY 10001): The latest band from Boston, ably fronted by Audrey 
Clark's vocals and Eric Russell's guitar. They range from psychedelia 
to modern hard rock and then back into territory mined by the 
Beatles. No-nonsense music that has just the right edge of toughness 

to it. (CD/MG)[MA #1151] _ 

3-D MONSTER, "Grind Time" (Sawtooth Records, PO Box 215, 
Wood River, IL 62095): Doom-laden grindcore with vocals that remind 
me a bit of Gregory's Funhouse. Lead vocalist Terry Jones doesn't 
quite have Gregory's Karloffian style, but he's in the same general 
neck of the woods. The music is low and dangerous, lots of 
reverberating bass and minor key assaults. (LP/MG ) 

ACCIDENTAL TRIBE, "Aurum" (Noiseville, PO Box 124, 
Yonkers, NY 10710) A harsh riffing, gravel voiced rock trio, "Some 
Mojo Alien" opens this 3 song 7" with hard riffs led by a thick 
beat, while a strained vocal nastiness calls to 'gather round my 
children,' an expressively bluesey guitar solo filling out the tune. 
"Hookin' (For Your Works)" picks up the pace at expense of vocal 
decipherability, a drunken Mudhoney flavor over the distorted rapid 
mantra-like bass line. "Squid Juice" finishes, a down and dirty gritty 
blues with a pattering drum beat between a sliding guitar noise 
floor. A gruff rele ase of ugly rock not without me rit. (7"/PMZ) 
AGONY COLUMN, "Brave Words & Bloody Knuckles" (Big Chief, 
611 Broadway, Suite 907E, NY, NY 10012) Dark, incredibly heavy 
metal with a ripping throaty vocal style of hellish expressiveness 
singing about guns, guts, glory, and death obsessions. The Aerosmith 
influence is strong, borrowing riffs, rhythms and even vocal 
approach. The band does pull out some impressively unique music 
with the title track and the solos of "Big Two Hearted Sammy." 
Unfortunately, most else is dismissable as the same old stuff, though 
the band does throws themselves completely into what they're doing.

ALIEN BOYS, "The Seeds of Decay" ($7 from Rave Records, PO 
Box 40075. Philadelphia, PA 19106): Thunderous punk/metal, no shit. 
"The Bill" begins and closes with an interesting approxi- mutation 
of pseudo-eastern drone, betraying at least a few of this West German 
band's true gurus, the British Heavies. Andi Alien's vocal style also 
rings of Angus Young, but don't let me give you the wrong 
impression: they've assimilated the loudest and grungiest, and have 


subtle moments of deepness. I'm convinced 
of their sincerity, as they hail from Hamburg's 
slum of anarchists and squatters. The product 
of urban blight and our parents mistakes, no 
shit. (LP/KF) 

ALL ABOUT CHAD, "Japanese Demo In 
Reverse" ($3 from 246 7th Ave. #9, Brooklyn, 
NY 11215): Perky music, nothing too excep¬ 
tional, from a standard four piece. They seem 
mostly interested in having a good time, a 
party band who bring some friendliness and 
wackiness to their live act. Liked the refrain 
of "23 strikes and you're out". (T/MG) 

CIVIL ALLEN, "Playing With a World On 
Fire" ($6 from Power Coat Records, 2500 
Knights Rd. #1376, Bensalem, PA 19020): 
"Contemporary New Age Pop" tunes with a 
strong social consciousness. Allen is pretty 
much a one-man show, from his drumming 
and songwriting to his own production. The 
result is light fare, perhaps even a bit 
shallow—not lyrically, but musically; there's 
not too much body to some of these songs. Sort of like protest 
tunes for the AM spectrum. (T/MG)[MA#4501] 

ANSE, "The Chokehold Reply" ($4 from PO Box 4785, Richmond, 
VA 23220): Rolling thundering music, mainly instrumental, powerful 
stuff. The band has a dark, low sound, not quite Gothic, not quite 
rock, that is very entrancing. Goes very well with after dark thoughts 

and a chill wind. (T/MG) _ 

ANUS PRESLEY, "Bodybag Muzak" ($5 from Sverre Kristensen, 
Agtrupvej 109, l.tv., DK-6000 Kolding, Denmark) Maximized 
weirdness and off-the-wall audio activity, in 60 minutes 27 audio 
constructions are exposed and mutilated. The cuts are made by 
lifting tv and radio samples, porn dialogs and unlikely audio quotes, 
messing many with studio effects, and layering with movie and tv 
soundtracks and other sound abstractions. There are some great 
overdubs and juxtapositions of phrases, with sex, child porn, military 
operations and other vices reccurring throughout. What the results 
lack in purposeful direction are made up for in bizarre intent, and 
this is one very w eird and amusing tape. (T/PMZ) 

APPARITION, "Eternally Forgotten" b/w "Curse the Sunrise" ($4 
from Rotten Records, 1675 Vernon St. #39, Roseville, CA 95678): 
Nasty power-sludge metal that doesn't let up for a moment. Heavy 
rhythms, bursts of quick metal guitar and gravel lyrics that would 
be all but undecipherable without the lyric sheet. A noise-powered 

vise for your head . (45/MG) _ 

ARMLESS AND ANGRY, "Stop the Fucking War Before It Starts" 
($2 from Dave, PO Box 2143, Stow, OH 44224): Well, I was tempted 
to write a review that just said "Pointless and boring", but I guess 
I'll expand on that. Dave calls this tape "a grindcore mess", which 
seems pretty adequate. Endless loops of industrial bashing, guitar 
lines that remain maddeningly the same, vocals from hell. Like 
watching the static on your television after hours. (T/MG) 

ART LEPERS, "Seepage" ($2 from Adam Douglas, AMS Media 
Communications, 44 S. Palomar Dr., Redwood City, CA, 94062) 
PLEASE make all checks or money orders out to Adam Douglas. 
Here it is folks, more intensive sampling with an overload of 
industrial sound and a great tonal undercurrent not unlike the sound 
of a jet landing. The tape includes ten pieces this time, all taken 
from various live performances. It's a great item to have in your 
industrial collection, along with some of Art Lepers other tapes 
available in their ca tologue for a stamp from the abo ve adress.

It's very 
slick, almost entirely electronic, but the music still has some heart 
and soul, complemented by a variety of vocals (Sandy Scott's stand 
out as having gre at warmth).

BEATNIK TERMITES, self-titled (St. Valentines Records, PO Box 
770417, Cleveland, OH 44107) High speed mega pop trio with a 
sixties cross punk approach playing five concise songs. Not a 
profound or deeply emotional release, the topics of these songs are 
mostly about girls and love from a happy-go-lucky perspective. The 
sound is almost that of the very early Beatles, though with a raspier 
vocal approach and a harder drive. Rich and energetic, this is perhaps 
the musical equivalent of eating oversweet chocolate laced with 
amphetamines.

BELT, self-titled (Box 492, New Paris, IN 46553) Creating 
destructively dark industrial sound, Joel Bender digs in the depths 
to create his frightful visions. From purgatorial calls over subsonic 
military beats and throbbing gattling guns to gently horrific drones 
and cycling atmospheres. Bender creates an effectively depressive 
soundtrack to your longest nightmares. Throughout, voices groan

BELT, "Christmas", "Bad Breed" (PO Box 492, New Paris, IN 
46553) Imagine dragging your head in gravel while being shouted 
at in a deep guttural voice that demands you comply to a request 
that you can't decipher.* This is Belt's "Christmas", and its dense 
pounding beat and cacophony of guitars owes its brutality to Swans 
and their like. "Bad Breed" is equally raucous, a howling clatter 
with a pained, flaming voice growling and shouting. Comparatively, 
the second side is a 'relaxed' jam, where dense dark beats and a 
rolling bass line provide the stability against which electronic tones 
slide and squeal, and guitars gently roar. In all, a noxious release.

BIG VOID, "The Floor or The Other Side of the Room" (Maitre'd 
[sic] Records, 70 East 10th St, New York, NY 10003): bombastic, 
melodramatic art rock with incredibly high production values that 
just begs to be subjected to detailed thematic analysis. Well, it won't 
get that here. Uncanny echoes of AOR-era Pink Floyd—including 
recognizable paraphrases of several key "Dark Side of the Moon" 
soundbites and a credible Roger Waters impersonation by the lead 
vocalist—betray the musical foundations here (say it five times fast: 
"Big Void/Pink Floyd..."), but there are other elements at work as 
well, most of which could be summed up by naming a few other 
70s "progressive" pop bands and personas. The only saving grace 
of this solemn, hyper-serious soundtrack is the occasionally amusing 
subject matter. In "Mr. Magoo", for example, the cartoon character 
is viewed as an evil, destructive force from another world ("Oh no, 
Mr. Magloo! Is life support system for little baby!"), which fares 
much better than the pretentious, first-person narrative of "George 
Reeves Jumped Out the Window (World Without Sound)". Big Void's* 
musicianship is slavishly exact, their mixdowrr- clear and ready for 
FM broadcast. Col or them big budget. Color them u ninspired. (T/KS) 
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THE BLACK-EYED SUSANS, self-titled (Turn of the Century, 
PO Box 65, New Britain, CT 06050-0065): Well, don't confuse 'em 
with Band of Susans, this crew is into very accessible four-piece 
pop/rock, heavy on the melodies and bouncy on the beats. They 
bring a lot of passion to their music, singing love songs and silly 
songs and deep songs as if they mean them—and they probably 

do. An engaging presence. (LP/MG) _ 

BLISS, "No Saints No Clowns No Targets" (PO Box 91, Succ. 

St. Henri, Montreal, Que., H4C 3J7, CANADA): Quirky jerky 
hardcore that stays far away from metal territory. Quick bursts of 
guitar work combine with diverse vocals and a strong alternative 
energy give the band a distinctive sound, not sludge, something 
much cooler, almost paradoxically laid-back despite its intensity.

THE BLOW POPS,"Stop!" (Get Hip Records, PO Box 666, 
Canonsburg, PA 15317) Pop/Rock from these four guys sounding 
almost like they belong on the California beach, due to their chorus 
harmonies and twangy lead guitar. They even use a real drummer 
and a real bass player, no electronic rhythm or keys here, unless 
you count the piano used in the flip side "I Know Nancy". (45/RS) 
BLUE RODEO, "Casino" (East West America, 75 Rockefeller 
Plaza, New York, NY 10019): Guitar-driven roots rock from the 
plains of Canada. Actually the band is from Toronto but their sound 
is more Western than that, dark bars, wide open spaces—a sort of 
Neil Young influe nce, but further north. (T/MG) 

BLUNT INSTRUMENTS, self-titled (Modern Dino Studios, PO 
Box 46584, Mt. Clemens, MI 48046-6584): Strapping and healthy 
bluesy rock that wanders more in an electronic/experimental direction 
as the tape progresses. Hard to believe that most of this is just two 
guys playing together, fine combinations of keyboards, guitars, vocals 
and percussion. Smooth going down, the sort of music that entrances.

BOB DOGMA (DOVentertainment, 2 Bloor St, West Suite 100-159, - 
Toronto, Ontario, Canada M4W3E2) More recordings of the Toronto 
based Church of the Subgenius radio call in program, hosted by 
Bob himself, or so it is claimed. And with much double-speak and 
adroit vocal obfuscation, this 'Bob' might well be the one. The 
discussions cover the electronic world, pinks, cults, time and space 
based societies, the relative distribution of hydrogen and stupidity 
in the universe, and much more that is obscure and digressive. The 
tape ends with an overdubbed theme song, "The Xists Have Landed", 



that in its tangential construction well complements the firmly 
meandering flow of these programs.

BONE CLUB, "Six Feet Underground" b/w "Day I Died" (Rocket 
Sound Record Co, Box 40397, St. Paul, MN 55104) Two morbid titles 
from this noisey band, though neither tune is particularly bleak. In 
fact, "Six Feet..." is motivated by excellent upfront drumming, a 
quick suspenseful bass line and heavy distorted guitar riffs working 
under the vocal's call to 'love me to the end/ the chorus hammering 
the title lyrics. "Day I Died" is noisier and more upbeat, an opening 
blast of distortion giving way to a punkish beat under fuzzed guitar 
lines, an excellent racket under the vocalist's welcome to 'the day 
I died.' It may not sound too pleasant on paper, but a good single 

all the same. (45/P MZ) _ 

BONGWATER, "The Power of Pussy" (Shimmy Disc, JAF Box 
1187, NY, NY 10116) Ann Magnuson holds her place among the 
Lunchs and Finley's of the world with her pointed humor and strong 
voice: now meek, now dominating, from coyingly impish to blatantly 
perverse. Kramer, along with Rick and Licht, provides the 
impressively eclectic yet unassuming music, from rock to folk to 
pop to psychedelic to the massively messed, overdubbed mayhem 
interjected everywhere. Wonderfully schizophrenic, this is a band 
that plays a Weavers cover then goes to the museum to find sex 
among the statues; a band that sneaks out "I Am Woman" then 
yearns 'I wish there were four big rednecks here so we could go 
into the woods and do it wild.' This is one great, warped record.

BORIS & IVAN, "Opening Night" ($3 from Eric Hausmann, 
Spilling Audio, 540 Madison Avenue #7, Albany, NY 12208): 
Unassuming and inoffensive synthesizer noodling, with other 
trappings typical of industrial soundscapes—subdued guitar flour¬ 
ishes, acoustic piano, random samplings of film dialogue—thrown 
in for good measure. The hideous pink cassette sleeve (with 
stereotypical drawings of unsmiling Russian peasants),, led me to 
believe this would be some kind of lame "joke" recording, but it's 
just more unexciting electronic music. There are some good bits (a 
few of the soundbites are funny), but there are a lot of boring bits, 
too. Not cohesive or even intentionally scattershot, just all over the 
place. Nothing new. (T/KS) 

BOY IN LOVE, "S.M.I.F.S.L.A." ($2 from Dave, PO Box 2143, 
Stow, OH 44224) If these are Boy in Love's greatest hits, then I'm 
fortunate to hear only these, because they're not all that great. 
Poorly recorded stripped down strumming guitar with simple lyrics 
sung in shakey voice is the norm, occassionally adding in harmonica, 
guitar distortion, drums, horn or keyboard. The songs are seemingly 
about whatever was on the minds at the time; from the standpoint 
of naked openness that often leaves a likeable impression behind: 
"Sandbox" and "The Bad Breath Song" are silly and maybe even 
catchy. But ulimately it all starts to sound the same, and that same

BRIMSTONE, "Hail Satan!" ($9.95 from PO Box 660, Marstons 
Mills, MA 02648): A Satanist tape which, if nothing else, proves that 
Satanists don't have much truck for copyright—at least, I suspect 
Daimon Egan did not record the Mussorgsky here. There's some 
invocations, a guest recorded comment from Satan himself, ranting 
and raving, and some sheer silliness in the form of a cover of "The

BRUME, self-titled (Old Europa Cafe A.V.S., Viale Marconi 38, 
33170 Pordenone, Italy) Dark electronics of ominous tonalities mix 
with shimmering and scraping percussion, throbbing machine decays, 
slow oscillators and electronic swoops. Homs, both lilting and 
tuneless, sound above in an effect that is somewhat that of creation 
in a scientific factory gone awry, the wheels of machinery smoothly 
running only to trip at their own directive, and at some frightful 
formation. The incongruity of voices used and the occassional dip 
into sci-fi soundtrack are my only criticisms; but this never supresses 
the general mysteriousness and tension fraught sound surfaces that 

Brume excels at. ( T/PMZ) _ 

BUN CREVASSE, "I Become Confused" ($4 from Scott Grimm, 
5129 Belmont #2, Houston, TX 77005): Dense, psychedelic guitar- 
oriented compositions broadcast in Butthole-Surferama from some 
distant, rebellious backwater of a dimension ruled by Kramer's evil 
Shimmy Disc Empire. "Debra" and "Scary Black Man" fill the stereo 
field with layers of manipulated television sound, cycling electronic 
patterns, and throbbing, pulsating guitarwork which, together, cross 
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the brain's aural/visual wiring in a dizzying, hypnotic undulation of 
synesthesia. (Headphones recommended.) "Vaughn Is Love" and the 
Led Zeppelin-meets-Sonic Youth pastiche "Starmir" attack from 
another angle, copping the syntax and phrasing of fuzz-rock anthems 
in order to twist them into jagged- edged weapons and hurl them 
back at your unprotected ears. Seen live, this band would probably 
take years off your life. Comes with a hand-crafted Crayola cassette 
sleeve fraught with suggestive imagery. Buy it and force them into 
mass-production. (T/KS) 

CACOPHONOUS OBLIVION, "Fear and Loathing" (Geoff Allen, 
416 E. 9th St, Apt. 9, NY, NY 10009) It's difficult to review a tape 
you can barely hear, making a review of the hiss almost more valid. 
As the tape progresses, the levels increase just enough to make out 
the sounds of improvised, poorly recorded hardcore guitar, bass, 
banging drums, feedback, and shouted voices. A sloppy insert 
explains that, spawned of chaos, this is 3 men's act of resistance 
against tradionalist and moralist values, defined on the lyric sheet 
(required since you can't make out that anyone is singing) by glorify 
murder, mutilation, and moshing. Not much of an act, and not 
much of a tape. (T/PMZ) 

CALAMITY JANE, "Say It" b/w "Little Girl" (Chimp Records, 
PO Box 34, Portland,OR 97207) Grindy, grundging guitar, supplied 
with a healthy dose of strong bass and out of control drums. Vocals 
easily emerge from the throat, creating an amazing gutteral howling 
that breaks into your head and forces you to listen. This automatically 
reminds me of those hot summer nights of dancing till I couldn't 
sweat anymore. (4 5/RS) _ 

TONY CAMPISE, "First Takes" (Heart Music, 8550 Katy Frwy. 
#128, Houston, TX 77024): An all-instrumental jazz/swing album 
that's actually a spinoff from the Erich Avinger CD reviewed 
above—these guys were working that session and the chemistry 
clicked. Tony himself plays a variety of saxophones, in a wonderfully 
joyous, cheery fashion. Plenty to like here from the Ellington standard 
"I Got It Bad" to the closing "Serenade to a Cuckoo". Pleasant stuff. 
(CD/MG)[M A# 1154]_ 

CARDINAL SIN, "Infanticide" ($6 from John Dones, 41 Newcomb 
St., Haverhill, MA 01830): A Puerto Rico heavy metal band 
transplanted to Boston with a thick and angry sound. The title cut 
of this demo is an anti-abortion song that doesn't pull any punches; 
they lighten up later on with tunes like "Death of Pee Wee Herman". 
A Latin influence can still be detected underneath the thick coating 
of electric guitars. (T/MG) 

CARCASS, "Symphonies of Sickness" (Combat Records, 187-07 
Henderson Ave., Hollis, NY 11423): 26 tracks of earsplitting 
grindcore, out in the US thanks to Combat's recent deal with Earache 
records. Though they rise to operatic heights of excess. Carcass's 
main distinction is singing about meat and flesh, with song titles 
like "Cadaveric Incubator of Endoparasites" and "Vomited Anal 
Tract". Not that the lyrics matter that much, with this noise assault 
they could as easily be singing the phone book. An earbending 
occasion. (CD/MG) 

RAY CARMEN, "Duet Yourself" ($1 from Ooh Ooh Music, PO 
Box 2702, N. Canton, OH 44720): Home pop recording from a gentle 
master of the art. This material is mainly instrumentals, though Ray 
can hold his own in the vocal arena as well. Lots of lively keyboards, 
good production, a nice example of the power of the small multitrack 
recorder. (T/MG)[ MA#1155] _ 

CARNIVAL OF SHAME, "Go Tell Mother" (Burnin' Records, 
1926 Kater St., Philadelphia, PA 19146): Hard guitar rock without 
too many metal licks, though they do get in a few as part of their 
changeup style. Mostly this band is about melody, fast-driving 
hard-workouts for the strings, and a mix of love and rebellion. 
They're not outstanding, but they are competent, and a show from 
them would not b e amiss. (CD/MG)[MA#1156] 

CATS LAUGHING, "Another Way To Travel" (PO Box 7253, 
Minneapolis, MN 55407): Another blast of delightfully varied folk 
rock from this curious and enjoyable Minneapolis band. Fronted by 
Emma Bull (also author of WAR FOR THE OAKS—and a song from 
the book is presented here) and mixing plenty of guitars and 
keyboards with tunes that sound like they should be traditional in 
some universe, they create a mix of rock, blues and folk with some 
psyche-touches on the side. Check out the gospel-cool story of 
"Elijah" and the strong and cheery "Bright Street Beachhouse Back 
in Business Blues".

CHRIS & COSEY, "Pagan Tango" (Wax Trax, 1659 N. Damen 
Ave, Chicago, IL 60647) Alluring synthetic dance music that does 
not associate with the darker elements of their once industrial output, 
and a far cry also from ex-mates PTV's current acid house interests. 
Instead, this dance is formed of warm rhythms using latin overtones 
and exotic melodies of eastern and new wave flavors, promoting 
the space and ambience of the instrumentation and the lushness of 
the sounds used. To this, Cosey^ disembodied and lilting voice 
sings of love, sin, and the experiences of the senses. Seductive 
works that are not intended to challenge, but rather to promote an 
atmosphere of sen suous decadence.

THE CHEMISTRY SET, "Wake Up Sometimes (La Nausee)" b/w

the lines of The Stone Roses and The Soup Dragons and probably 
a million other bands by the time this is printed. As a trend, it 
could be worse. All those jangly guitars and howling solos are okay 
by me, but the lack of sincerity is pretty obvious. Given that. The 
Chemistry Set ain't bad. The B-side is the best because it has a 
wah-wah pedal going and there's this harmonica in there and it 
does that "endless groove" thing so the kids can dance to it, too.

THE CHRISTIAN PIT, "Aberrations" ($4 from Rich Thomson, 
PO Box 236, Nesconset, NY, 11767) Strictly a synth based band 
relying heavily on preprogrammed beats suggesting that it is intended 
for a dance audience. Lyrics are repetitive but interesting, such as 
in the first tune almost wholly consisting of the line, "All Catholics 
go to Heaven". There is some minimal sampling and also some 
tidbits of guitar dispersed throughout but majorly overpowered by 
synth and the ple asantly distorted, fast and forcef ul vocals. (T/RS) 

CLEANERS FROM VENUS, "13" ($5 from Hypertonia World 
Enterprises, Jan R. Bruun, PO Box 4307, N-5008 Bergen, Norway) 
Pure and unpretentious pop from this British band, actually the 
bedroom 8 track output of one man, the Psychedelic Gardner. Here 
he creates a set of songs, conceived and recorded in a warmly 
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endearing and wonderfully clean manner, and though I'd like to 
avoid comparison, the sound of XTC at their purest, least effect 
laden writing is heard. But this is no copy, and songs like "The 
Jangling Man" and "The Boy from the Home Counties" stand as 
superbly crafted pieces. And you've got to appreciated his printed 
permission: "If yo u've got no money- copy it".

PAUL CLEMENTS, demo tape (Razor Records, PO Box 1106, 
New York, NY 10011): Half a dozen songs of acoustic guitar and 
Paul's vocals.

Most of his work is somewhere around 
pop or folk, likeable, listenable, but far enough from normal grooves 
to be a bit jarring.

Chris puts together a series of melodic tunes that 
slide almost imperceptible to the dark side of life, haunting with 
their cheerful fron t over layers of heavier music b elow. (T/MG) 
CYBERMEN, "Every Night & Day" b/w "Someday Will Come" 
& "Losing You" (Get Hip Records, PO Box 666, Canonsburg, PA 
15317) "Every Night & Day" is a noisy takeover of a Kinks groove, 
with mildly gritty vocals over a hard riff and a short contrived guitar 
solo. "Someday Will Come" takes on an almost REM flavor in cycling 
guitar lines, but adheres to a late 60's pop construction, now with 
a clean vocal approach and harmonized chorus. "Losing You" carries 
on this sound, with a heavier bass line below, but pleasant rock 
pop above, a concise guitar solo filling out the tune. No gems, but

THE DAMNED, "The Best of the Damned" (Emergo, 225 
Lafayette St. #709, New York, NY 10012): Well, what can you say 
about a classic? This is a wonderful album of melodic, frenzied, 
killer punk. Cuts include their demolition of "Jet Boy, Jet Girl" and 
a pumped-up cover of :"White Rabbit" as well as adrenalin-coated 
originals like "Smash It Up (Parts 1 & 2)" and "Plan 9 Channel 7". 
Still better than 99% of what's being produced today.

THE DAMNED, "Machine Gun Etiquette" (Emergo, 225 Lafayette 
St. #709, New York, NY 10012): The Damned's post-regrouping 
album, and one of their best. It's got its fair share of loud and 
raucous cuts, but they're not all that way—"Liar" might even be 
called sensitive, if you weren't careful. Check out the title cut, 
"Noise, Noise, Noi se", and their cover of "Ballroom Blitz". (CD/MG) 
DARK ANGEL, "Time Does Not Heal" (Combat, 187-07 
Henderson Ave., Hollis, NY 11423): Over an hour of fast-paced 
"Caffeine Metal", starting with the extended tour de force of the 
title song.

THE DARKSIDE, "All That Noise" (Beggars Banquet do RCA, 
1133 Avenue of the Americas, New York, NY 10036):Spooky eerie 
dark sliding music. From the opening "Guitar Voodoo" to the closing 
"Waiting or the Angels", the band plays with shimmery sounds and 
strong beats, and somewhere along the way it starts to bore into 
your psyche as well. Soul-dredging lonely melodies and forlorn

ANDY DAVIS, "Clevedon Pier" (Relativity, 187-07 Henderson 
Ave., Hollis, NY 11423): Part of Relativity's new "Musical Masters 
Collection". Davis puts together a mix of electronics and traditional 
instruments, with brass, mandolin, fiddle and more. The results 
range from traditional Celtic to modern swing, instrumentals which 
soar and whirl in an exciting fashion. (T/MG)[MA# 1160] 

DA ZINE, "Starry Messenger" and "India" (Send for info from 
479 Livingston Ave., Apt 2A, Albany, NY 12206): Synth-based blend 
of ethnic, funk and New Age—now that's a mix. The first cut has 
a front of an updated funk beat (almost like a cop show intro) with 
a back-up of synthesized flowing, softer sounds. The second track 
does have that India fell to it, but it's upgraded to a faster, more 
listenable (less rest aurant-y) and dreamlike style. ( T/CG) 

DED ELECT, "Harmonious Evocation" ($2 from Utsjen Record¬ 
ings, PO Box 134, Waynesville, MO 65583): This one is strange and 
hard to figure out—it's something like rightwing heavy metal, though 
the rightwing stuff may well be a joke. Blazing guitar work combine 
with lyrics about being ware of the day of the "Martre Saints"—but 
then there are also instrumentals like "My Karma Ran Over Your 

Dogma". (T/MG)[ MA#1161] __ 

DIGITAL POODLE, "Baltic Work Force" ($5 from Shadow, 5 
Admiral Rd, Toronto, Ontario, M5R 2L4) Industrial dance with a 
strong attack creating a clean yet dense, multi-layered music of 
techno-synth rhythms and upfront rigid beats using drum machines 
and metallic percussion. Within this, found sounds and highly 
distorted voices are mixed, while clearly recorded narrative extracts 
are cut in over the top. The construction is technically impressive 
and interesting throughout, yet only "Soul Crush" makes a unique 
statement in rhythm and approach, the rest very similar to the work 
of other industrial dance bands. Unquestionable quality, but it's been 

heard before. (T/P MZ) __ 

DIVINYLS, self-titled (Virgin Records, 9247 Alden Dr., Beverly 
Hills, CA 90210): Lovely sultry singing from Christina Amphlett, 
backed by Mark McEntree's guitar. They're not an especially 
a ggressive group, more interested in polishing their own sound than 
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in hijacking someone else's. They do a luscious love song biz 
reminiscent a bit of 4AD bands in its lushness. Notable also for the 
strong anti-censors hip sentiments on the label. (T/ MG) 

DREAM ACADEMY, "A Different Kind of Weather" (Reprise, 
3300 Warner Blvd., Burbank, CA 91505): One listen to this mellow, 
airy wasteland and you can list the people Nick Laird-Clowes and 
Company have ripped off. First and foremost is Prefab Sprout and, 
delving way back into the early 80s, Aztec Camera. Add some 
canned hip- hop beats. Pink Floyd's trippy effects, pseudo-60s 
sentiments ("I believe in love to the power of 10"—get real!!) and 
even a reggae-inspired tune, and you have a giant pimple on the 
face of modern music that won't dry up until Nick learns to keep 
his ego in check. Imitating musical forms while having no respect 
for them is an insult to your listeners' intelligence. This should be 
subtitled The Grea t Rip Off of 1991. (T/DW) 

DUST DEVILS, "Struggling, Electric & Chemical" (Matador 
Records, 611 Broadway #712, New York, NY 10012): A joint release 
with Teenbeat, this band is two folks with a weird sense of 
songwriting and guitars which seem designed to lay out thickets of 
noise, off of any known tuning scales, a hologram of solid notes 
in the air. (No, I don't know what that means either, but the sound 
here does seem to provoke frightening excess verbiage). Sonic Youth 
comparisons are inevitable, but actually I see more structure here, 
more centeredness —and in fact, a better band. (C D/MG)[MA# 1162] 
ETHYL MEATPLOW, "Dancing With Pork Face" (Spasm, PO 
Box 38220, Hollywood, CA 90038-0220) A limited edition of 1000 
copies put out by this rather messed-in-the-head band that cares 
about having fun and playing their pop jargon that pulls you in 
and spits you out. Side A bumps and grinds with "Flower" and 
"Car" while side B slides around with "Silly Dawg" and "Dozzing", 
both of which feature the heady crooning of Carla Bozulich. Good 
for dancing, fun for listening. (7"/RS) 

FACTOR X, "Directions" (25 FF from Jose Vinci, Tears' 
Compilations do SHA 261, 1 Rue de la Croix, St Simon, Paris 75020, 
France) Vocal indigestions, groans, hisses, moans and mumblings 
are intensely layered, cut, interweaved, and chopped with tapes of 
talking in a rapidly paced, incredibly disorienting and humorously 
amazing construction. The 2nd side slows to a long, delicately absurd 
work of distant destruction, pitch warped chanting and evil gremlin 
gasps. There are no individual titles, but many ideas explored; it is 
possible to exceed one's tolerance amdist the longer wanderings, 
but that does not take away from the general fascination of this 
uniquely messed t ape. (T/PMZ) _ 

NATALIE FARR, "Wondering" 

(Baited Breath Productions, PO Box 3597, 

Chapel Hill, NC 27515): Country/West- 
ern-inspired songwriting by a woman 
with quite a beautiful and sincere voice. 

Farr has also recruited a few equally 
talented musicians to back her on banjo, 
accordian, violin and piano. I guess you 
could call this music emotional, heart 
wrenching, even tear jerking, if you are 
that kind of person. Genuinely soulful, 
but a little too humorless for my tastes.

FEAR OF GOD, "Within The Veil" 

(Warner Bros. Records Inc.,Burbank CA, 

91595-4694) This foursome lead by singer 
Dawn Crosby and guitarist Michael Car- 
lino are definitely out making waves in 
Heavy Metal society. Managing to make 
this rock grinding and hard and still leave 
the door open for poetic and emotional 
lyrics is no easy feat. It is well performed 
with the assistance of masterful guitar 
playing and the unbelievably versatile 
and strong voice of Dawn. Diffences in 
timing and the use of effects give the 
music what would normally be termed 
a "Gothic" feel, and yet it is still not 
Death metal, it's Fear Of God. (T/RS) 

FINGER, "Everywhere" (Merge Re¬ 
cords, PO BOX 1235, Chapel Hill,NC 


27514) Rock-n-Roll jammed out of two guitars, a bass, and a drummer 
that seems to carry the whole, unless they just miked him higher 
in the studio to cover up what was going on in the background on 
purpose. Really, this seems to be a pretty good sample of their 
work, including a slower piece on the flip side, "Awful Truth" that 
utilizes the vocalist's potential a little better than "Everywhere". 
Pretty cool cover art that's unfortunately not credi ted. (7"/RS) 

FISHWIFE, "Snail Killer" (Headhunter/Cargo Records, PO Box 
9055, La Jolla, CA 92038-9055) Put this high on my list of top rock 
of '91: Fishwife takes on a host of styles with a punkish energy in 
the background, but a sophisticated style shifting in the foreground, 
while the lyricist does a Jeckyl & Hyde from clean-cut college boy 
to insane ranter with a twisted and often sick sense of humor. This 
is a band that goes beyond in every sense, with intense ability and 
a firmly inserted tongue in cheek, yet also with an intelligent 
perspective of responsibility and creatively imaginative musical and 
lyrical abilities. De finitely a must hear! (LP/PMZ) 

FLAG OF DEMOCRACY, "Down With People" ($7 from Rave 
Records, PO Box 40075, Philadelphia, PA 19106): You know it's 
thrash when the lyrics degenerate into "Fuck you, fuck you, fuck 
you..." and this is it, all right: fast, clean, and loud with occasional 
moments of bracing melody or ominous calm to keep you from 
getting too numb. I don't know what else to say. I did the dishes 
to this stuff and it Was way cool. If I cranked it any louder someone 
could have been hurt. No bullshit on this piece of vinyl, no sir. 
The cover depicts a warped American family picnicking on the 
scarred landscape in front of a nuclear power plant beneath a lemon 
yellow sky. That's political commentary I guess. So are the lyrics: 
"Fuck you, fuck y ou, fuck you..." (LP/KS) _ 

FREAK MAGNET, "I Can't Wait" b/w "10,000 Lies" (Worry Bird, 
PO Box 95485, Atlanta, GA 30347-0485) Hard energy grunge in a 
Subpop mold, though using punk rhythms against pre-metal 70's 
guitar riffs. "I Can't Wait" opens with a punkish beat and, keeps 
the guitars darkly driving throughout, a wah solo building to the 
climax of this hyperactive song. "10,000 Lies" keeps up this pace, 
the guitars even more up front as they bend and chirp above the 
din, sort of a spee d Stooges piece. Good rock from the gut. (45/PMZ) 

FRONT 242, "Tragedy For You" (Epic Records, 666 Fifth Ave, 
PO Box 4455, NY, NY 10101-4455) This Belgian beat unit pumps out 
more of its muscular sample dance constructions with 4 songs, well 
displaying their thickly energetic techno wall of sound. Overdubbed 
voices, samples and sample repetitions interact above the solid, 
heavy rhythms and sustaining synth tones, creating an edgy music. 
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The first cut only is a song of nervously clean vocals, the other 
pieces relying on dynamic shifts in pulse and foreground sounds 
that deliver a sense of anxiety. Not significantly different from 
previous works, at times even a bit glib, yet the overall effect

RUSSELL GIFFEN, "Filmscore" ($8.50 from Machine Cathedral, 
512 E. 5th St. #12A, New York, NY 10009): Liquid flowing piano 
music (or possibly some electronic approximation thereof)- It's mostly 
slow and ponderous, full of small changes and repeated themes. A 
grand way to spend part of an evening, even without the film to 

go with it. (T/MG)_ 

THE GODFATHERS, Self-titled (Epic Records, CBS Records Inc., 
1801 Century Park West, Los Angeles, CA 90067-6406): The 
Godfathers used to be the patron saints of straight-ahead, in-your-face 
rock and roll. Remember "Birth, School, Work, Death?" The English 
band's new album has plenty of those familiar sounds, but they're 
temepered with more pop hooks and melodies than on their previous 
albums. "Don't Let Me Down," for example, has a Smiths feel to 
it. Perhaps the change is due to the departure of guitarist Kris 
Dollimore, but only the band knows for sure. I enjoyed this, but 
can't help feeling that the Godfathers have lost some of their edge.

He sets new lyrics to "I Am the Walrus", performs a 
couple of Damned tunes including "Smash It Up", and does some 
originals. Very funny stuff, a big pin poked into the bubble that is 
modern raw music , the folk backlash from the pu nk era. (T/MG) 
GOOD DAY SUNSHINE #58/59 ($10/6 issues from 397 Edgewood 
Ave., New Haven, CT 06511-4013): A tenth anniversary audio issue, 
this one is quite fun for anyone who is even a moderate Beatles 
fanatic. Besides greetings messages from Paul McCartney, Geraldo 
Rivera and others, it's got a previously unreleased 1964 Beatles 
interview, the acoustic demo of "Back in the USSR", new live 
McCartney, and much more. It closes with a recording of "Imagine: 
a Tribute to John" by Glass Onion—deeply affecting in this time of 

war. (T/MG) __ 

THE GOTHICS, "Richie's Back in Town" (Susstones, PO Box 
6425, Minneapolis, MN 55406) "Gothic Metal" is how these guys 
describe themselves, and it seems to hit the nail pretty much on 
the head. Their threesome pumps out some heavy duty stuff that 
is tainted with chords and scales taken directly from medieval music. 
Sometimes breaking into the middle of a rock sequence is an 
unobtrusive haunting melody seeming quite appropriate for the 
moment. I don't k now how they do it, but they can. (45/RS) 

GREAT WHITE LYIN' SNAKE, "Jolly Old St. Nicholas" ($3 from 
Highly Collectible Records, PO Box 27532, Providence, RI 02907): A 
thrashing anti-holiday disk on red or green vinyl. The band wraps 
up some traditional melodies in a grungy bass-laden shell, belts out 
new lyrics, and generally tries to rain on the Xmas parade. A good 
antidote to the po st-Thanksgiving cheer season. (4 5/MG) 

GRINCH, "Headcheese" (Black Cat Entertainment, PO Bo 10815, 
Oakland, CA 94610) Thick, bass heavy rock on this four song demo. 
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working with extended compositions that shift from a heavy 
moodiness with a minor, almost eastern flavor, to a driven dark 
rock with a King Crimson guitar sound and actively shifting 
drumming. "Obelisk" has a Rollins sound, particularly in the howl 
of the slightly gritty vocals, while the sound of "Sleepwalking" is 
more like Of Cabbage and Kings in the bass lines and deep tribal 
drumming. Sick cassette cover and "Headcheese" title promotes a 
black humor that isn't evident in the songs, but this is dark music 

from a hard worki ng band. (T/PMZ) _ 

HALF A PERSON, demo tape ($3 from Hypnotic Music, 177 
Cottage Dr., Horton, MI 49246-9727): Basement two-track music with 
an appealing, raw, pop sound to it. The band is only sketching 
their potential here, but I would encourage them to fill it in a bit. 
"The Elephant Boy Never Forgets" in particular is a song well worth 

pursuing. New tal ent to remember. (T/MG) _ 

HAHA-HUHU, "Night Audit" ($7 from Chris O'Rourke, PO Box 
30, Hurleyville, NY 12747-0030): Meandering instrumental tracks 
fronted with Chris's gentle vocals (in fact, all the music is his as 
well). The titles of the tracks are largely based in India, while some 
of the sound is almost operatic, slow-moving bursts of organ to lull 

and soothe the mi nd. (T/MG)[MA#1163] _ 

HAUNTED PLANET, "Hour of Wee" (JDEGG, 2031 Ocean Ave. 
#4C, Brooklyn, NY 11230-7357): Cell-disrupting electro-industrial 
noise attacks. I think one could best capture the feel of wee by 
sticking your head in a running clothes drier along with several 
small appliances and a chainsaw. Challenging stuff, lots of fuzz, 

looping, rhythmic dangers. (T/MG) _ 

HAUNTED TOILET, "Big Satan Inc." (Freedome Thru Noyz, 
2031 Ocean Ave, 4C, Brooklyn, NY 11230-7357) A series of 
destructively crunchy, throbbing loops are formed from samples of 
the band ABC, although the origins, if not described, would definitely 
remain a mystery. These are tinted with reverbed distortion and 
unleashed, making long passages of nightmarish progressions, slowly 
modifying, but relying on repetition to form a hellish narcotic tunnel 
of 'noyz.' The emphasis is fun and freedom through sound, and 
while this dark vision may not strike all as upbeat fun, it is the 
pleasure of painful sound that motivates this Toile t. (T/PMZ) 

HAUZ, "Derailed" ($4 from Eric Hausmann, Spilling Audio, 540 
Madison Avenue #7, Albany, NY 12208): A power trio, you might 
say. Everybody gets credit for percussion, which may explain why 
this recording has a pretty mean rhythm section: the best pieces 
(like "Scared") are primarily—or entirely—driven by bass and 
percussion. There's a Neil Young cover ("Southern Pacific") which 
is almost drowned in distortion, but the rest of the songs veer 
toward the subdued, maybe even the pensive, many lacking vocals 
(generally a plus i n my book). Laid back and, yes , groovy. (T/KS) 
HEILAND SOLO, self-titled (Sacro Egoismo do Tiberiju, 
Potschnerg. 9, 2500 Baden, AUSTRIA): A mix of downbeat songs 
and straight up instrumentals, all featuring superb guitar work, in 
a hard rock, not too metallic vein. "Don't tell me whats wrong or 
right/truth is a moveable thing" they sing at one point, but the truth 
is, this is uplifting, invigorating music that bores to the bones.

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HERNIA RETRACTION ACCORDION, "A Dry White Hear ($2 
from P. Petrisko Jr., PO Box 56942, Phoenix, AZ 85079): Moving 
moody synth music with a message. In this case the message is a 
reaction the the NFL pulling out of Arizona, and causing the MLK 
holiday to fail by their rash actions—at least that's the premise here. 
Powerful interwov en imagery and noise . (T/MG) 

MICHAEL HOGAN, "The Inaccuracies of Rhythm" ($4.50 from 
Michael Hogan, 6710 Bamberry Dr., New Orleans, LA 70126): Fairly 
unexciting, but competent synthesizer music with, as the title might 
suggest, a strong sense of rhythm. Hogan himself describes this as 
"a rather old project (1989) as far as...musical maturity is concerned", 
but concedes that it might have some worth. It does, actually. The 
title cut is an extended piece that seems less like someone cleverly 
filling up four tracks with synchronized sounds (which is my 
impression of the rest of the tape) and more like a fully realized 
composition. It also features some fierce, distorted guitarwork against 
a droning background that recalls Eno and Fripp's "No Pussyfooting" 
days.

HONEY B. & THE T-BONES, "On the Loose" (50 FIM from 
T-Bones Fan Club, PO Box 93, SF-33501 Tampere, FINLAND): Great 
bluesy tock and roll firmly centered on the voice of Aija "Honey 
B" Puurtinen. With plenty of slide guitar they have a pretty traditional 
sound, really cutting loose on numbers like "Dirty Boogie". Enjoyable 
smoking slightly rockabilly music. (T/MG) 

HOSKINS, PAUL & REAMS, MURRAY, "Slave Ship" ($7 from 
Sound and Fury, do M. Reams, PO Box 10331, Greensboro, NC 
27404) Emualating the sound of a slave ship requires an approach 
of thick deliberateness and a sense of agitation. Paul Hoskins' sax 
and clarinet, and Murray Reams' percussion and tapes squawk, 
squeak, honk and clangorously take the passage, ironically using a 
free jazz approach of guttural urgency in the reeds and hyperactive, 
clatterous percussion. Improvisational comparisons bring Chico 
Freeman or Sun Ra to mind, but neither typically leave their pieces 
this free this long. Appropriate to the subject of slave cargo, this 
is music certain to make many listeners uncomfor table. (T/PMZ) 


INSTANT GOTHIC, "The Bloody Voodoo Sockpuppet 
Soundtrack" (John Migliore, 17 Halam Ave., Hamilton, ONT, L8V 
1Z2, CANADA): Well, I don't recall seeing the work this is the 
soundtrack for, but it sounds like some sort of weird horror flick. 
Besides miscellaneous eerie and minor key music, it's got one bona 
fide song—"Just Another Day"—and some bizarre rock and roll 
accordion playing. Background music for a day when you're feeling 
strange. (T/MG) _ * 

INSULIN REACTION, "Devotion" (PO Box 3636, Covina, CA 
91722) 4 song tape from this LA area noisy guitar/synth 5 piece. 
Clear vocals take the foreground over repeating sustained synth 
chords, with guitar generating noise floors, riffs, or spinning out 
safe but effective solos, while two basses and drums lay down 
straight but unobtrusive beats. "Too Much Too Soon" is the strongest, 
with a macaw laugh integrated effectively, "Cover Up" a close 
second, bringing a new wave pattern into a creepy dual vocal 
approach of dark images that brings to mind live Chrome. Though 
lacking a fullout punch, not helped by an instrumentally supressed 
mix, it's a good s et of dark, noisy pop.

TOM IRWIN, "Under a Maybe Moon" (from Tom Irwin, RR 2, 
Rte. 97, Pleasant Plains, IL, 62677) Tom is backed up by the Noisy,' 
Good Looking, Musically Adaptable, Not For Profit Band that gives 
his soft acoustic rock/country the panache that it deserves. His songs 
range horn political topics to stories about persons and comedy 
songs like "I'll Be Your Bull (if you'll be my heffer)". Song lyrics 
are insightful and the strongpoint of the overall musical picture 
(T/RS) _ r 

JAMMING SKILLETS, demo tape (Send a tape and 2 stamps 
to 1205A Calvert Love Pit, College Park, MD 20742): Low quality 
guitar and drum noodling. Well, actually, it's the sound that is low 
quality, sometimes the licks are pretty good. Overall, though, this 
has a nasty resemblance to a band tuning up for an hour without 
ever getting to th e concert. (T/MG) _ 

THE JAVA JEL BAND, "Marilyn Monroe" (Coffee Time, Ltd., 
1303 Pennsylvania Ave. #2, Wilmington, DE 19806): Coffee and 
Marilyn! Yippee, this tape is for me! Five members (4 male, 1 female) 
use the influences of traditional and modern blues, James Brown, 
50's twang, Jimi Hendrix, and 10,000 Maniacs (well, I thought so) 
and a host of other styles to come up with funky tunes that you 
find yourself bopping to while, say, cleaning the house (I was). The 
"Marilyn" track was thankfully and surprisingly not goofy , melodra¬ 
matic or band wagon-y. This is ample music that the band sums 
up better than I could in their intro: "Jam on funk, blues and rock. 
Throw in some rap, you got some caffeinated pop! I say veah>" Me 
too.

KIARO SKURO, "Debut" (Well Primed Records, PO Box 351 
New Brunswick, NJ 08903) Rich guitar pop of warm jangly guita^ 
interplay and female vocals in a Throwing Muses vein, though more 
generally showing a strong REM influence. The songs are introspec¬ 
tive yet upbeat, the attractive vocals firmly sliding around the subjects 
of love, confusion and remorse with a reserved emotionality, though 
opening up on "Again". The music is smooth with a sophisticated 
intimacy in the guitars and bass that is likely to meet with success 
in the college circu its; a nice start for a new record label. (EP/PMZ) 

KID ROCK, "Grits Sandwiches For Breakfast" (Jive/RCA, 1133 
Avenue of the Americas, New York, NY 10036): Foul-mouthed 
electronic groove hip-hop that carries a warning label with good 
reason; not far into the first song it becomes pretty obvious that 
the kid is singing about cunnilingus. Later on he gets into pimping, 
having fun on the dance floor, the differences between Detroit (his 
homebase) and New York, and more. Outrageous rhyming, deadly 
lyrics, solid music. (CD/MG) _ 

KITTY LITTER BRAND CAT BOX FILLER, self-titled ($5 from 
Winther, Vesterbrogade 18, 2th, 9400 Nr. Sundby, DENMARK): Punk 
music with a melodic sound, a bit reminiscent of Fugazi, but without 
any hint of imitation. They are strong on animal rights, and their 
last track, "Goose" (where they get into the production of pate de 
foie gras) is the o ne where they shine the most. (EP/MG) 

KLYDE KONNOR, "Hypnopatamus" ($12 from Mike Coykendall, 
2627 E. Grail, Wichita, KS 67211): It's conceptual. It's everything a 
generation swallowed and forgot about—the fifties, the sixties, and 
the seventies intertwining in a fish- eye cultural consciousness. Lyrics 
sung with nasal conviction have a sense of humor and enough 
oblique references to people, places and events to keep your brain 
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busy retrieving files through the whole darn double-tape package. 
Musically the song- oriented combo does get funky in a nice 
restrained way and proceeds to draw you in to more predictable 
wide-collar, paisley- print pop. They also take the trouble throw in 
some sax, harp (as in mouth), and discreet keyboards. Stands well 
above the usual blatantly-packaged psychedelia which wallows in its 
own candy ass retro trappings, ceasing to think. In fact, it's so much

HARRISON KRIPPS, "Free At Last" ($10 from Music For The 
World, RR1-31F, Summerland, BC, Canada, VOH1ZO) This Duo has 
spent ten years working in third world countries as nutritionists, 
and hence their music reflects their experiences. Working in a midi 
environement gives them the capability of sounding like a full band 
(or even an orchestra), playing in their powerful rock style with a 
definite influence of reggae in their basslines. All of their songs 
represented on the tape are packed full with messages (mostly 
political) such as "Tiananmen", and "50,000 Children Died Of 

Starvation Today". (T/RS) __ 

KWI, "Quarantaine" (Corrosive Tapes, 6 Rue Sanite Croix, 7500 
Tournai, Belgium) Darkly repetetive pieces of manufactured percus¬ 
sion, found sounds and distanced and distorted voices. The works 
are formed of static mechanistic cycles using unusual machine and 
tympanic percussive sounds treated with reverb and delay. These 
cycles interact with a subservient layer of tones, buzzes, scrapes, 
muffled voice, and other unlikely sounds, adding a level of variability 
that drives away the monotony potential 
in the basic structure of the works. The 
results are energetically mysterious, even 
dehumanizing, the horror of working an 
awesome assembly line alone in the dead 
of night.

91507) Two odd covers of smooth country 
dementia, the first is Porter Wagner's 
"Rubber Room," a country rock ballad 
with a Presley voice singing of life in the 
same. Legend's cover photo looks much 
more pained than the pleasant acceptance 
this song implies. The second is more 
upbeat, a cover of Larry & the Blue Notes' 

"Night of the Phantom", modified here 
to 'Sadist.' The music on both songs is 
solid, impressively so as all instrumenta¬ 
tion is provided by Tim Horrigan, working 
well with Legend's slickly twisted voice 
and harmonica. An interesting single on the abnorm al side. (45/PMZ) 
LEMONHEADS, "Favorite Spanish Dishes" (Atlantic, 75 Rocke¬ 
feller Plaza, New York, NY 10019): A five-song "CD Maxi-Single" 
that features three cover tunes (New Kids, Misfits and Stone Ponies, 
how's that for a strange combination?) plus a couple of originals. 
It's solid music, firmly college-rock, more vigor than craft. Best bet 
is their version of "Different Drum", simultaneously retro and up

RALPH LITWIN & FRIENDS, "Makes My Heart Feel Happy" 
($16.50 CD/$11.50 tape from 72 Dean Rd., Mendham, NJ 07945): 
This one starts out sounding like standard C&W and then it 
gets...weird. The label calls it "Country, Calypso, Old-time Jazz & 
Western Swing to Feed the Spirit", and who can argue with that? 
There's a fair amount of silliness here, surfacing in tunes like "I'd 
Rather Say Goodbye to You Than Give Up An Indoor Toilet" and 
"Love Is Like Washing a Potato", a calypso version of the hundredth 
monkey story. Something to bring a smile to the face of the even 
moderately-involve d listener.

THE LOVE SQUAD, "See Red" $11 from 1398 McAllister, San 
Francisco, CA 94115): Classic straight-on rock, heavy on the 
harmonies, that mainly manages to stay out of droning territory. 
Middle America (in this case Lawrence Kansas) is still cranking out 
these outfits; must be something in the farmland soil. Pleasant, even 
if it does sound li ke a lot of other acts. (CD/MG)[ MA#1166] 

LYONS, demo tape (Wild Tiger Mgt., PO Box 1351, Rockefeller 
Center, NY 10185-0012): A pretty fine heavy metal/hard rock demo 
tape. The band's been together nearly five years now and produces 


solid music, with sonic depth though not necessarily lyric depth. 
"Let's Rock The Night" seems like an almost archetypical party 
anthem, full of po unding energy and high spirits. (T/MG) 

MAELSTROM, "Step One" (Taang! Records, Po Box 51, 
Auburndale, MA 02166): Blurring the line between hardcore and 
speed metal is no longer so uncommon, but here's what happens: 
that almost melodic hyperbeat bows to one of those great, totally 
uptight, faster-than-thou guitar solos, an angry young man is 
shouting who knows what, and the sheer velocity knocks the listener 
clean across room. (When I get up, I feel old, as I was listening to 
this band called REM at their age, I think.) Frontman Zack Andrien 
says, "This is 'life music' not 'death music,"' in the PR and a peek 
at the lyric sheet backs up that claim, street-wise poet style. His 
real wisdom seems to be that he recruited Japanese guitar dazzler, 
Shinichi Matsumoto.

MAGGIE'S DREAM, self-titled (Capitol Records, 1750 N. Vine 
St., Hollywood, CA 90028): Funky rock music that proves that beauty 
is still present in some bands today. With a sound that inevitably 
recalls Sly Stone and the lusher arrangements of the Beatles' 
psychedelia plus lyrics that resound with love and hope and 
spirituality, Maggie's Dream represent an alternative to nasty 
downbeat music. Little bits of funk, soul, 
gospel and pop wander in, a musical 
melting pot for a pleasant listen. (CD/MG) 
MALOK, "Kakkoii Fukka!" (PO Box 
41, Waukau, WI 54980): A medley of 
sound montage. The A side here mixes 
Spanish rhythms with sputterings of pro¬ 
fanity.

THE MANSON FAMILY, "The Man- 
son Family Sings the Songs of Charles 
Manson" ($11 CASH/Postal MO from Com¬ 
modity/A. N. Productions, PO Box 93982, 
Hollywood, CA 90093): What you see is 
what you get, on a numbered limited 
edition of 999 copies on white vinyl (an 
anti-record?). Apart from the Manson 
mystique, this previously-unreleased 1970 recording comes across as 
bad folk crossed with a family picnic, lots of silliness and some 
ominous lyrics but no chants of "Acid is Groovy, Kill the Pigs" or

TINA MASCHI, "Green Lion Burning" (Green Lion Burning, 258 
Handy St. #2, New Brunswick, NJ, 08901) Green Lion Burning is 
more than the title of Tina's release, it is a group of three, including 
Tina on vocals, guitar and harp, Mike Soga on bass and vocals, 
and Richard Graham on percussion, sound effects, and vocals. This 
group defines themselves as "philosophical folk with a global 
heartbeat", and this assessment seems to be right on. The poetic 
lyrics arranged into the earthy, skipping and hopping of the strings 
are offset with the whistles and rhythmic experiences created by 
Richard. Their "style" cannot be pinned down because it is everything

MASOCHISTIC RELIGION, "Sonic Revolution Evolve" ($8 from 
Shadow Canada, 5 Admiral Rd., Toronto, ONT, M5R 2L4, CANADA):

kalimba, surreal words, Albert Camus vocals, floating zither. With 
guitar slides and swoops, gongs, bongos, chimes and bells, airy,

Dirgy, fun and wise in 
matters of Southern self-effacement and gorgeous reverb. The B- 
side's slinky swaying catchiness and female backing vocals make 
this reunion single quite worth the trouble. Almost makes me want 
to check out their older material sometime.

ST37, "Billygoat Nothinghead" (SPASMS cassettes. Box 87, 504 
W 24th St, Austin, TX 78705) We've been working backwards with 
this band as they send in their older tapes, and this takes us to 
their first, the roots of this remarkably odd band. Many of their 
standard elements are here- abnormal pop with fuzzed guitar, cleanly 
yelping vocals, skewed humor, overdubbed recordings of sales bits 
over absurd ranting jams, and just general bizzaro mayhem- though 
with recordings that make it difficult to separate much of what is 
going on, arid less consistent than their current work.

Separate Peace opens mysteriously, but quickly 
turns into a rugged unit with hard beats and a warm bass sound, 
the singer demanding 'If you want to take, take it all.' Admiral has 
a harder, darker sound over a good riff, the harsh vocals oddly 
phrasing the lyrics into unlikely indecipherability. Greyhouse is more 
punkish, an upbeat melodic rhythm base with a rapid beat, the 
vocalist at the edge as everything slips through his hands.

Various Artists, "Come Together Productions CD No. 1" ($9 ppd 
from 9 R. Marquis, 76100 Rouen, FRANCE): A 3" CD of experimental, 
annoying, and abrasive music.

The noise extends to 
the 2nd side with Bullets for Pussy, then changes to odd pop with 
a warped western riff on Pocket Fisherman's extended "King Hatred", 
followed by ST37's massive "Retz", Coz the Shroom and 
Jarmedenecy. If inconsistent, a good record of twisted non-commer¬ 
cial approaches. (LP/PMZ) 

Various Artists, "Just Another Human Sacrifice" ($6.99 from O-tu 
Studios, PO Box 143, Tempe, AZ 85280-0143): Kinda hard to tell 
this is a comp most of the way through, as the sound is so 
homogenous. Maybe because it was all produced, recorded, and 
mixed by the same guy, Skrooz Lewis, and I can't say I'm too fond 
of the early eighties New Wave basement tape feel he seems 
determined to bestow. Hernia Retraction Accordian does stand out 
from the others: they lead off each side with an irreverent Gregorian 
chant and sampled errant-guy-talking over dansbeat, respectively. 
The Customers give the most distinguished performance in "Evening 
News", a garagey number which really works up a sweat, shows 
some sincerity, and makes some sense. Why they only got one cut 
I don't know. As is all too often the case, no information is given 
about these bands, and the sacrifice/nuke concept doesn't hold 
together well. Mor e data, less studio time, please. (T/KF) 

Various Artists, "Komotion International: Live & Kicking #1" ($6 
from Komotion International, PO Box 410502, San Francisco, CA 
94141-0502): This compilation of live material is from Komotion, an 
all-volunteer artists' collective that sponsors what seems to be a hell 
of a lot of good shows even though the performers don't get paid. 
On this tape each act gets one cut, highlights include: Primus 
("Groundhog's Day", a funky, blistering, guitar-happy number), 
Zvuki Mu ("52nd Monday", moody art rock from the USSR's only 
Eno-produced quintet), Robert Haven ("O.C. (for Ornette)", an 
excellent dual-sax-plus-percussion jazz piece with Jon Raskin of the 
Rova Saxophone Quartet), Mercedes Molina & Sangre Brava ("Lerias 
A1 Golte", traditional Spanish Flamenc music), and Keith Hennessy 


("Sacred Boy (excerpt)", an insightful spoken word vivisection of 
bad pornography). Actually, everything on it is pretty good, and 
the sound quality of the tape is excellent. Comes with a slide 48-page 
'zine (with lots of dope on Komotion happenings as well as general 
book and audio reviews, news, and essays) which is at least as cool 
as the recording. A fine purchase to make. (T/KS) 

Various Artists, "No Gramps Near the Amps" ($3 from Tony R. 
Boies, PO Box 384, Front Royal, VA 22630): A low-budget compilation 
tape that captures quite a number of the prolific tape-circuit rockers 
out there: Sockeye, Eeyore Power Tool, Volkswhale, Cave Gown 
Microwave, and the Someday People are among those featured, 
along with some new (to me) voices including Aurora Paralysis and 
Hallucination Repairman. Raw stuff, a tentative reaching out from 
the primal ooze into which most bands fall back sooner rather than 

later. (T/MG) _ 

Various Artists, "On the Rocks" ($20 subscription from Estrus 
Records, PO Box 2125, Bellingham, WA 98227) The second in the 
Estrus Crust Gub compiles outtakes from 3 Estrus bands' past and 
upcoming releases. The first two represent garage grunge with 
distortion set to thick, first with a leftover from Mono Men's "Stop 
Draggin' Me Down" record, followed by an extra from Game for 
Vultures' "Here Ain't the Sonics" sessions. A 4 track demo from 
Marble Orchard takes a different approach, with an acoustic sense 
and vocal sound in an REM mold. Not just an inferior set of remains, 
if you're interested in these bands, it's worth checking into. (7"/PMZ) 


Various Artists, "Postal Cassest #2: Uttered Thought Gimatology; 
Recess Conjunction" ($5 from Spiral Cassest, Box 17686, Phx, AZ 
85011) This 2nd postal collaboration continues to match kindred 
artists whose work would otherwise not be possible. The 1st side 
mates the dis/connected thoughts and whimisically strong delivery 
of John Bennett with the guitar and samplers of Dave Gark and 
Walter Drake, who stretch, swell and stutter sound from eerie winds 
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to delicate ambience. Side 2 pairs Jake Berry & Jack Foley, both 
providing noise and voice in a 6 part work which, though duller 
of recording, is more serial and comprehensible in dialog, though 
often befuddlingly thick. Not the finest sound/voice work I've heard, 
but interesting an d thought provoking. (T/PMZ) 

Various Artists, "Porkopolis: Another Weird Compilation Tape../' 
(Porkopolis, PO Box 3529, Cinti., OH 45201) Yet another Porkopolis 
comp of 'weird' music, and if not entirely so, it is an off- center 
eclectic collection. The tape opens with Helmet Offs sombre social 
narrative, followed by the upbeat, silly More Fools, with sax led 
pop overtones. Disturbed follows, and is, with a crossover hardcore 
metal sound of throttled voice and guitar. Volkswhale adds interactive 
instrumentals and songs of percussion, noise and guitar. Sockeye 
then joins to tell you "Your City Sucks". Jim Siefle creates orchestral 
soundtrack works of merit, and Jim Hoffman composes a Porkopolis 
tribute piece. The tape closes with the pitch messed rock of Bikermutt. 
(T/PMZ)___ 

Various Artists, "Rutles Highway Revisited" ($8 from Shimmy- 
Disc, JAF Box 1187, New York, NY 10116): For those who don't 
know, the Ruutles are a classic Beatles parody, and it says much 
about the genius of songwriter Neil Innes as well as that of the 
Beatles that this collection of covers is so listenable. Highlights 
include Bongwateris rendition of "Love Life", Tuli Kupferberg's 
"Living in Hope" and Das Damen doing "Piggy In The Middle". 
Other tracks come from Galaxie 500, Shonen Knife, King Missile, 
Daniel Johnston and more—20 tracks in all. Includes a new Ron 
Nasty interview as liner notes. (LP/MG) 

Various Artists, "Swang" ($8 from Razor Records, PO Box 1106, 
New York, NY 10011): A collection of new music from Greenwich 
Village, most somewhere in the traditional rock arena. Barbeque Bob 
and the Spare Ribs feature a 50-ish sensibility intervut with the old 
west, lots of fun there. The Lenny Nelson Project ably spotlights 
the beautiful vocals of Micki French, while Paul Cements takes a 
trip through video land. No big names here, but a good selection 
of solid enjoyable music. (LP/MG)[MA#1187] _ 

Various Artists, "Thee Midnight Streets" ($6 from Nuclear 
Trenchcoat Subway Prophets Publications, 118 E Goodheart Ave, 
Lake Mary, FL, 32746) This compiled tape includes work done by 
David Reynolds, Pavlov's Industrial Sarong, Joy Before The Storm, 
Vagrant Zombies, David E. Williams, Joliet Joy, David Barnes, Funeral 
Prophet, and Shannon Frach. All submissions evolve from gothic 
morbidity with much emphasis on the usual tragic images of death 
and so on. All of the pieces from this issue were greatly interesting 
and I'm waiting patiently for #2, so submit your music or spoken 
word to the above adress and maybe we'll see it soon.

_ Various Artists, "Thirteen" ($4 (?) from Porkopolis, PO Box 3529, 
Cincinatti, OH 45201) Another five band compilation from the 
infamous Porkopolis featuring at least two songs from each group. 
Included are Taoist Cowboys from TN, Anguished Society from NY, 
No Fraud from FL, Safari Dogs/Hardhat Cowboys from Australia, 
and Lost Bohemia from nowhere, but you can get in touch with 
them through Porkopolis if you order the tape. More Rock. My 
favorite piece on the tape was "Hitler Is Dead" by Anguished Society, 
more along hardco re lines.

Various Artists, "World World World" ($4 (?) from Porkopolis, 
PO Box 3529, Cincinatti, OH 45201) #10 of the Porkopolis compilation 
tapes that seem to have grown in numbers. Features 5 Groups from 
around the world including. Citizen Fish of England, Sanity Assassins 
from Hartford, CT, Zima of Poland, The Real Americans from 
America(?), and Verdun from France. It's all rock, some of it is 
ear-splitting and s ome of it just rolls out easy. (T/ RS) 

THE VERY PLEASANT NEIGHBOR, "Retro-Amazer", "Orange 
and Mushy" b/w "Boyfriend in France", "Eskimo", "Ox Mallet" (Fang 
Records, PO Box 652, Stuyvesant Station, New York, NY 10009) 
With sides labeled "Tonsils" and "Toenails" one might imagine just 
what they are in for. Utilizing the usual instruments (Guitar, Bass, 
Drums) and then adding some unusuals, including saw blades and 
big blue tubs. Probably the most crazy thing does have to be the 
amazing lyrics that I'm not even going to quote because they're all 
so cool.

THE VOID, "Land of the Free" ($3 from PO Box 71, Medford, 
MA 02153): The A side of this cassingle is a bit of revolution, hippie 
ideas brought forward to join with harsher punk music in challenging 
the system—something that may be coming back into fashion. The 
flip, "Roadside", has a more psychedelic feel, a somewhat overblown 
8-minute song wit h lots of guitar soloing. (T/MG) 

BILLY JOE WALKER JR., "The Walk" (Geffen Records, 9130 
Sunset Blvd., Los Angeles, CA 90069): Sure-footed arid liquid guitar 
playing, with plenty of keyboards and the occasional vocals. It's 
somewhere between a New Age nature ambiance and the pleasant 
easiness of laid-back C&W. Or maybe its a freeform jazz drawn 
back to the rock side of the spectrum. Darned good music, whatever 
it is. (CD/MG) __ 

WEEN, "God Ween Satan - The Oneness" (Twin/Tone Records, 
2541 Nicollet Ave South, Minneapolis, Minn 55404) Dene and Gene 
are Ween. Ween chews up every cliche and style they can find, 
bastardizes it with a warped sense of humor, and spits it back out 
onto vinyl. Dene and Gene smoke too much pot. They play gospel 
music. They also play dub, disco, pop, psychedelic, and raucous 
rock and roll. Dene and Gene will offend you if you don't like 
being told you're fucked up, or don't like songs about licking pussy 
or having ticks in your head. Dene and Gene are a little deranged. 
But they put out a great double record. (2*LP/PMZ ) 

WELL OF SOULS, "Psychic Modulation/Hex" ($3 from Timothy 
McGranahan, 1705 Ogden Ave. A, Lisle, IL 60532-1285): Menacing 
electronic/experimental music, somewhere on the weird side of the 
metal and rock universes. Not completely gone into electronics, but 
wonderful dark stuff, "technology with teeth!" as they put it. I'm 
looking forward to the whole album. (T/MG)[MA# 1188] 

WILLARD, self-titled ($4 from Merry Monk Records, 4814 
Brookhaven Dr, Raleigh, NC 27612) Thick intertwining rock of 
complex compositions and hard rocking construction. Using a dual 
guitar front line, Willard's music is melodically impending with heavy 
handed thematic progressions, the lyrics echoing the feeling with 
strained hoarseness, under which the full bass works with the 
interactive, energetic drumming. The sound overwhelms as a bit 
overblown at times, but this is more a criticism to consistency than 
actual substance; continued writing should better integrate the 
complexity that Wi llard reaches for and very often hits. (T/PMZ) 

BUTCH WILLIS, "Shopping Bag ep" ($3 from Teen Beat, PO 
Box 50255, Washington, DC 20004) Writing pop with clean, jazzy 
guitar, piano and straight rhythms. Butch Willis has a nice and 
competent band behind him that even gets down to decent hard 
playing. Unfortunately, Butch himself isn't much of a singer, and 
writes bland songs that only hope to be skewed and unique.

CHRIS WIND, "Rocks and Trees" ($8.50 from Chris Wind, RR1, 
Sundridge, Ontario, Canada, POA1ZO) Here is a beautiful tape by 
Chris that is comprised of works using her electronic keyboards and 
effects to create amazing instrumental mood pieces. Now don't go 
thinking that this is just your usual New Age brain wave flattening 
tones, because it's much more. Chris will take you into a world of 
loveliness and then introduce you to aural danger with her subtle 
increases in volum e, tone depth and inconsistent rhythms. (T/RS) 
WOODEN SOLDIERS, "Roses of Steel" (Well Primed Records, 
PO Box 351, New Brunswick, NJ 08903): TTiese guys have been 
away too long! This New Jersey pop foursome scored in 1987 with 
their debut EP "Hippies, Punks and Rubber Men," but haven't 
released anything since then. (Some "lost recordings" with guitar¬ 
ist/songwriter Paul Rieder were never officially released.) In the past 
four years they've changed their personnel lineup slightly, and the 
resulting "Steel Roses" is cohesive in a way that "Hippies. . . " 
never was. The Soldiers are still eclectic, mining folk-rock, 60s pop 
and butt-kicking rock veins, but the sound is much tighter, and 
Greg DiGesu's songs are excellent. I miss Paul's lyric voice in this, 
and that's my only complaint—there are no flies on this record. It's 
good to know that inventive American pop music sti ll exists. (LP/DW) 
YEAH! YEAH! YEAH!, "YEAH! YEAH! YEAH! The Band" ($6.50 
from Fuzzy's Garage, PO Box 381395, Duncanville, TX 75138-1395): 
Party-time rock with a pretty hard edge. "Don't Take Life Too 
Seriously" could be their anthem, along with songs like "What's a 
Boy To Do" and "I'm Having Fun". Put a keg in the tub, invite 
over a few dozen friends, this will fit right in. (T/ MG)[MA#1189] 
ZZAJ, "Freeing the Natural/A Marker Shade of Vale" (Dick 
Metcalf, HQ, 19th Supcom, PO Box 2879, APO San Francisco, CA 
96218) The 1st side of this tape is Zzaj constructing synth pieces of 
an older style, using pure and buzzy moog sounds, piano, and a 
Muffins-like synth, sometimes crossed with drum machines. Instru¬ 
mentals, a song, and spoken word are present in the pleasant if 
meandering pieces; a nice backdrop to your activities. The 2nd side 
is spontaneous live studio performances from a reunion of a band 
not clearly identified, which may have been named Trillium or Gnu 
Deli. With live drumming and percussion, again the sound rambles 
in a muddled way at times, but nicely so. (T/PM Z) 

H.P. ZINKER, "Beyond It All" (Fire Records, PO Box 800, 
Rockville Centre, NY 11571-0800): A wallowing welter of influences 
here lead to a big rock sound, bits of psychedelia and metal falling 
off the sides of a mass of music. They remind a bit of Sabbath, 
Velvet Underground, Pulnoc, Imagen...eclectic influences, emotional 
though pointless lyrics, bombastic fun.

A®POS®TRO«PHE #1 (Margueritte, 42 Windsor PL, Brooklyn, 
NY 11215): A poetry reading on tape, a bit low-fi but for a first 
issue not bad. The strongest work here comes from Antje Katcher 
(with some well-done translations) and Burt Kimmelman (the latter 
the editor of POETRY NEW YORk). Other voices include the Sri 
Lankan born one of Indran Amirthanayagam, plus Orion Feig,

Fiction and 
Poetry is all read by Bruce Yarbor. Pieces were taken from Collinwood

DRIFTING MAILART, "#10"($2(?) from C.F. Kennedy, Suite 424, 
280 Dunbar St. East, Toronto, Ontario, Canada, N5A3W) The tenth 
issue of Drift magazine done audio style with the usual conglamora- 
tion of wierd and interesting pieces all narrated by the compiler. 
No credits were given with the tape, other than those described on 
the recordings; if my memory serves me right there were a few by 
T. Engel. Other than stories, there are a couple of crazy music 
pieces and snippet s of some interviews. (T/RS) 

JONATHAN HAYNES, "Audio Collage" ($4 from 1827 Haight 
St. #210, San Francisco, CA 94117) WW II historical audio and 
modem Nazi terrorism are collaged, beginning with speeches from 
Hitler and Charles Lindbergh, and discussions of Germany's 
motivations to anihilate the Jews. What follows is a series of 
incredibly crude telephone threats recorded by their Canadian 
recipient, and recordings of terrorism by Zionists in front of a 
Canadian courthouse; presumably Haynes is the victim, but this is 
unclear, and no information is given. If not a tightly integrated 
sound work, this is a disturbing comment reiterating that antisemitic 
hate has not yet passed. (T/PMZ)

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Mary Siler Anderson, WHATEVER HAPPENED TO THE HIP¬ 
PIES? ($$10.95 from R&E Miles, PO Box 1916, San Pedro, CA 90733): 
"I think a hippie is someone who tries to make the world a better 
place to live in. I still feel that way, and that's why I'm proud to 
call myself a hippie", says one of the interviewees in this collection 
of chats. Mary Siler Anderson is the publisher of STAR ROUTE 
JOURNAL, a fine paper we have recommended many times in these 
pages. This book is a collection of her interviews with people who 
moved from elsewhere to the Mateel area of Northern California, 
people who came as hippies and stayed. By arranging them in rough 
chronological order, Mary creates an oral history of the area, held 
together by her own essays, which fill in some of the gaps. The 
basic pattern seems to be that people moved in to find an alternative, 
eventually the area got caught up in the dope economy, and now 
it's working through that to a new level of sharing and cooperation 
and other good hippie ideals. I found this book inspirational, even 
though I myself came into the alternative scene a bit late to be a 
hippie. (Not that things ever change: the political struggles 
surrounding food co-ops int he region are eerily familiar.) Many of 
the people interviewed here sound like they could be good friends, 
and I appreciate that. A very hopeful book, and a useful bit of 
history to boot. (162 pp. tpb/MG)

M. Thomas Collins, COUNTERFEIT CURRENCY: HOW TO 
REALLY MAKE MONEY ($18 from Loompanics Unlimited, PO Box 
1197, Port Townsend, WA 98368): A book that says it reveals all 
the secrets of counterfeiting—although it doesn;t do so in a whole 
lot of detail. For example, it will advise you on what sort of printing 
press to buy, but not give you a clue as to how to operate it, or 
even how to learn. Notable is the author's contention that the 
government lies about the way our money is produced, and his 
wild ideas on large counterfeiting rings and why they can exist with 
impunity. (140 pp. tpb/MG)

Joscelyn Godwin, THE MYSTERY OF THE SEVEN VOWELS: IN 
THEORY AND PRACTICE ($10.95 from Phanes Press, 4248 
Kalamazoo SE, Grand Rapids, MI 49508): There is a. sort of grand 
beauty to Hermetic theory, the search for correspondences between 
different realms of the world (in this case including the vowel sounds, 
music, Greek letters, the planets and more). Godwin explores the 
psychological resonances of the pure vowel sounds in this 
monograph: "The vowels are the way in which the human being 
creates and perceives the phenomenon of harmonics. Subjectively 
speaking, harmonics are the foundations of number made audible. 
Objectively, they are the imposition of these numbers on the physical 
world. In making vowels, we are speaking and singing numbers." 
But Godwin does not confuse fact with conjecture, noting elsewhere 
that "As is often the case with research into ancient occultism, the 
enterprise reveals far more about the researchers than about the 
subject." Still, it is a measure of the seductiveness of this particular 
set of correspondences that it made me wish I knew more musical 
notation, so as to be able to better understand the points being 
made. (110 pp. tpb/MG)

Brad Foster, THE BEST OF FEVER PITCH 
Volume 1 ($16.50 plus Age Statement from Jabber- 
wocky Graphix, PO Box 166255, Irving, TX 75016): 
This trade bound paperback is a Greatest Hits 
collection from Jabberwocky, the folks who bring 
you those well-endowed and voluminous comic 
female characters. Besides the comics, including such 
classics as "Nasal Sex" and "Libido Squad," there's 
also a foreword written by editor/publisher Brad 
Foster which, if you can tear your eyes away from 
the randy chronicles and lusty characters, is a tribute 
to, a history of and a delightful statement of

Donald R. Gordon, THE SEX SHOPPE ($9 from 
134 Iroquois PI., Waterloo, ONT, N2L 2S5, CAN¬ 
ADA): A pleasant novel that I would call a legal 
fantasy. The book opens with philosophy student 
Alan McKay inheriting a business from his uncle: 
the Sex Shoppe of the title, a provincial establish¬ 
ment which sells books, photos, appliances, creams 
and the other paraphernalia of sex. Thrown into the two worlds of 
business and sex, Alan rapidly adapts to his new life, with the help 
of two women, his librarian girlfriend Sue and hooker customer 
Maureen. 

Then the other shoe drops, with a prosecution for obscenity by 
the Crown. About half the book is concerned with the trial—indeed, 
it seems plausible that Gordon wrote the book to hang his libertarian 
ideas about obscenity on. The ending is rather unexpected and less 
clear cut than one might expect in a novel, though rather more so 
than is generally the case in real life. 

Gordon is a serviceable if not polished writer. In particular his 
shifts of viewpoint are at times maddening, from first persBn to 
third person omniscient and back. And the stringing together of 
ringing quotes in the trial scenes is a bit much. But on the whole 
this was an enjoyable and inspirational read. (221 pp. pb/MG)

R.K. Harrison, ALTERNATIVE RADIO HANDBOOK ($8 
CASHIMO from PO Box 547014, Orlando, FL 32854): An introductory 
text for the person who is thinking about running a radio station 
to escape the deadly sameness which pervades the broadcast bands. 
Harrison covers both legal alternatives (carrier stations. Part 15 
low-power broadcasts, and the like) and the murkier waters of pirate 
broadcasting. The technical detail is often rather chewy, and will be 
tough sledding for the novice; in addition, though the basics are 
covered many parts are not overly detailed. However, Harrison gives 
extensive bibliographies and sources for more info and even for 
radio transmitter kits, making this book an appropriate place to start. 
He recommends being legal, but his cautions are detailed enough 
that they might give the non-law-abiding person some ideas. 
(S-62/MG)

Alfred Kisubi, MAYBE IT'S A DREAM ($10.00 ppd from Carl 
Bettis, Kansas City, MO 64111): Besides teaching colllege-level 
philosophy in Missouri, Alfred is a transplanted Ugandan and 
"perpetual student of human nature." And with that background 
behind him, he skillfully uses poetry to describe, evaluate and marvel 
at the human condition. These are poems about real people and 
real emotions—in a world where it doesn't matter if it makes sense, 
it just is. Poems of inner city existence, love, friendship—one poem 
of distinction compares his initiation in American life to a bride's 
anxiety on her honeymoon. The foreword by Sharon Eiker does 
well to advise us not to put on "the blinders of academic criticism," 
while reading his work, but rather to "open our ears and hearts" 
to him. And we do. (84 pp. tpb/CG)

Harold S. Long, SURVIVING IN PRISON ($17.95 from Loompan¬ 
ics Unlimited, PO Box 1197, Port Townsend, WA 98368): Long's 
been behind bars for ten years, and this book is his advice to those 
who might be unfortunate to follow in his footsteps. It's a mixed 
bag of administrative structure and practical advice—he tells you 
both how the system runs on paper and how it actually runs in 
his own experience. I thought the emphasis a bit unusual—he spends 
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tedious pages reproducing documents from one of his own 
grievances, and almost no space on practical matters like prison sex. 
Still, if you're on your way to the slammer, any preparation at all 
is probably useful. (128 pp. tpb/MG)

Adam Parfrey, APOCALYPSE CULTURE (Expanded & Revised 
Edition)($12.95 from Feral House, PO Box 861893, Los Angeles, CA 
90086-1893): A collection of serious articles and weird tracts designed 
to illuminate the apocalyptic fervor at the end of the century (though 
amusingly enough, much of this dates back to the 40s, or even to 
the last century). Since the apocalypse seems to be taking its time 
in getting here, the publishers have taken the opportunity to revise 
and expand this work, originally published in 1987. 

It's still a mixed bag, but a fascinating one. Some of the additions, 
like the interviews with self-professed psychopath Frank and 
scumrocker GG Allin, seem here only to point out that things are 
still strange on the cutting edge of anti-fashion, and lack the 
intellectual depth that was the original's best facet. Others, like John 
Zerzan's case against agriculture, are drowning in their own 
anti-intellectual puke. But others, like the contributions from Anton 
LaVey, Dennis Stillings and James Shelby Downard, are luscious in 
their combinations of occult symbolism, conspiratorial factoids, and 
articulated subconscious fears. 

Overall, the jaded inhabitant of the nineties will find a lot here 
to be repelled and captivated by. Necrophilia, werewolves, "A Case 
for Self-Castration", the Process, the Red Brigades, the Far Right, 
the just plain far-out...they're all here, piling up energy for the end 
of another millenium. Not the definitive history of the madness of 
the nineties (that will be written in the next century, if anyone 
survives) but about the best tour guide we've got for what is to 
come. (362 pp. tpb/MG)

Burt Rapp, PROFESSIONAL KILLERS: AN INSIDE LOOK 
($17.95 from Loompanics Unlimited, PO Box 1197, Port Townsend, 
WA 98368): This one claims to be an inside look but it appears to 
be based almost entirely on other secondary sources—popularized 
books about hit men, or intelligence agencies, or criminals in general. 
You won't find out how to hire a hit man (unless advice to talk to 
well-connected) cops strikes you as being helpful), and it sure won't 


help you become one. Though Rapp speaks disparagingly of the 
all-talk no-action "barroom commandos", I suspect they are precisely 
the prime audience for this book. (157 pp. tpb/MG)

George A. Romero & Susanna Sparrow, DAWN OF THE DEAD 
($10.20 from Fantaco Enterprises, 21 Central Ave, Albany, NY 12210): 
This is George Romero's novel version of one of my favorite films. 
Though both were originally released in 1978, which came first is 
not dear. Though I must have seen the film at least ten times, the 
book did offer a few surprises. There are some scenes in the book 
not available on the film, your guess is as good as mine as to 
whether the scenes were ever shot. The book is pretty much a 
straight novelization of the film, with a few lovely glossies inside 
of some of the more spectacular scenes should you need a good 
gore fix. If you loved the movie, this book should be a nice 
companion piece; if you've never seen the film, well I can't help 
you. Lets just say that the dead have returned to life. Sodety has 
basically fallen apart, and a stalwart group of survivors dedde to 
hole up in a mall to ride out the end times. The main problem with 
the book is it lacks much of the ingredients that made the film so 
good. A lot of the juxtaposition of visceral gore with dumb muzak, 
great commentary on our consumer culture, plus great zombie 
characters such as hare krishnas doesn't make it to the book. In 
the book, all the zombies are, well, zombies-faceless critters who 
eat the flesh of the living. It just doesn't take you on the fantastic 
voyage the film does.

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10014): Another collection of true 
but weird news, all from reputable 
sources (not the tabloids). A random 
item: "In 1989 Lonnie 'Bo' Pilgrim, 
an East Texas chicken magnate, 
handed out blank but signed $10,000 
checks on the floor of the Texas 
legislature during debate over 
worker compensation legislation in 
which he was interested. He denied 
that the checks were bribes, saying 
they were merely a way for him to 
achieve 'name recognition.' Texas 
permits such contributions on the 
floor during special, but not regular, 
sessions." Now imagine that multi¬ 
plied by 500 times and you have 
some sense of the scope of this book 
and the nuttiness of human affairs 
it reveals.

Richard Turner, IN YOUR BLOOD: FOOTBALL CULTURE IN 
THE LATE 1980's AND EARLY 1990's ($10 CASH from PO Box 175, 
L69 8DX, Liverpool, UK): A study of football (that is, what we call 
soccer) in England, from the point of view of an attendee and fan 
rather than that of a sociologist. Turner does discuss the more 
notorious examples of violence lately, but he is much more interested 
in how football functions as a "people's game", and what it does 
for the people involved. He looks at everything from life on the 
terraces through chants to fanzines, as well as the struggle between 
government and big money on one side and real people on the 
other to control the game. An interesting book even for those who 
don't follow the sport. (90 pp. tpb/MGG)

Scott Wayne, EGYPT AND THE SUDAN ($14.95 from Lonely 
Planet Publications, Embarcadero West, 112 Linden St., Oakland, 
CA 94607): Most guidebooks about Egypt are essentially the same. 
There is a standard history, extensively covering ancient Egypt and 
ignoring the country's history and ignoring everything after the death 
of Cleopatra; the remainder of the country is then seen as a collection 
of tourist traps, expensive hotels, and museums. Emphasis is always 
placed on making sure that one does everything that standard tourists 
do. 

Scott Wayne's guidebook, revised from its 1987 edition, is 
different. Like most Lonely Planet publications, it has extensive 
information for the traveler with lofty ambitions and little money. 
The reader learns where the cheapest hotels in Aswan and Luxor 
are, and how to make money in Cairo teaching English and posing 
as a "Western face" in television commercials. But unlike many 
Lonely Planet books, Wayne does not ignore travelers who want to 
spend money; he regularly includes information on expensive hotels 
and sights. (It would, however, help in future editions if Wayne 
could be more explicit about the difference between first and second 
class accommodations on railways and ferries.) 

One reads guidebooks not just for the information they contain, 
but to learn about the eccentricities and quirks of other cultures. 
Wayne not only passes on the standard warnings about food, but 
also tells the reader about the Egyptian sandweech (the crumbled 
cow's brain sandwich, he suggests, is especially tasty); where to 
find small, dried crocodiles, designed to relieve sexaholism; and the 
Sudanese city well know for its Street of a Thousand Fools. 

EGYPT AND THE SUDAN isn't quite the one-stop "travel 
survival kit" its publishers claim; travelers interested in archaeology 
and antiquities would certainly need to carry at least one other book 
with them. But Wayne's book is certainly the best volume about 
northeastern Africa on the market. Recommended for travelers to 
the region and for people interested in Egypt and Egyptian culture.

Wayne B. Yeager, TECHNIQUES OF SAFECRACKING ($15 from 
Loompanics, PO Box 1197, Port Townsend, WA 98368): I have had 
occasion to run across several books and videotapes on safecracking. 
While this is not as spectacular as the film which showed how to 
blow the door clean off a safe, it's the most concise and useful of 
the bunch so far. Yeager definitely seems to know what he's talking 
about. He starts off by discussing safes in general, and then tells 
how to get them open through manipulation, drilling, punches, 
explosives, and more. Now, someone could use this information for 
ill, but others will just want it to be on the safe side in case the 
combination gets mentioned. Special points for explaining manipu¬ 
lation clearly enough that anyone could give it a shot. (88 pp.
